from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (the  licensing  authority)  and  only  after 
a  criminal  history  check  conducted  by  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Braintree 
or  his  designee,  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  from  the  Code  Compliance 
Office  that  the  property  to  be  used  for  said  purpose  conforms  with  all 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and  only  after  a  determina¬ 
tion  by  the  licensing  authority  that  issuance  of  such  license  would  not 
be  adverse  to  the  public  welfare,  and  after  a  public  hearing. 

57-2  A  license  to  conduct  a  business  described  in  Section  1  above  shall  be 
issued  only  to  individuals  and  shall  apply  only  to  the  premises  shown 
on  a  plan  furnished  by  the  applicant.  The  plan  need  not  be  by  a  regis¬ 
tered  engineer  but  must  be  in  a  form  and  scale  acceptable  to  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Town  Engineer.  The  license,  when  issued,  shall  set  thereon  the 
name  of  the  licensed  individual  and  the  approved  location.  The  licensee 
shall  be  the  operator  of  the  licensed  business.  No  person  who  is  not 
duly  licensed  may  conduct  any  business  set  forth  in  Section  1  above 
nor  shall  any  license  be  issued  for  one  premise  be  issued  upon  another. 
The  license  shall  be  displayed  at  all  times  in  a  prominent  place  upon  the 
licensed  premises. 

No  living  quarters  shall  be  maintained  on  the  licensed  premises  unless 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  licensed  premises  and  containing  separate 
egress.  No  space  not  covered  by  the  license  shall  be  used  in  the  licensed 
business. 

57-3  The  fee  for  the  license  shall  be  $100.00  per  annum.  No  license  shall  be 
issued  until  said  fee  and  any  other  cost  have  been  paid  to  the  licensing 
authority. 

Any  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  effec¬ 
tive  from  the  date  of  its  issuance.  A  new  application  for  a  license  must 
be  made  yearly  if  the  licensee  continues  in  business.  The  fee  for  such 
license  for  less  than  one  (1)  year  shall  be  prorated.  Such  license  is 
personal  with  the  licensee  and  does  not  go  with  the  title  of  the  land, 
nor  may  it  be  sold,  signed,  transferred  or  disposed  of  without  the 
permission  of  the  licensing  authority.  Applications  for  renewal  shall  be 
made  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  license 
and  such  renewal  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld,  unless  for  a  good 
cause  shown. 
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57-4  An  application  for  a  license  pursuant  to  Section  1  above  shall  be  made 
by  the  applicant  in  writing,  on  forms  approved  by  the  licensing 
authority.  The  application  shall  be  submitted  under  oath  and  shall  set 
forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  will  conduct  said 
business  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  having  a  beneficial 
interest  in  the  said  business.  It  shall  set  forth  an  accurate  description 
of  the  premises  for  which  the  license  is  sought,  as  described  in  Section 
2  above.  It  shall  contain  such  other  detailed  information  as  to  the 
character  and  location  of  the  business  as  may  be  required  by  the  licens¬ 
ing  authority  to  determine  whether  the  issuance  of  the  license  sought 
would  serve  the  public  interest.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  pursuant 
to  this  By-Law  shall  submit  to  the  licensing  authority  a  valid  Social 
Security  Number  of  Mass.  Driver’s  License  or  Employer  Identification 
Number  as  proof  of  the  identity  of  the  applicant. 

57-5  In  each  application,  except  in  the  case  of  an  application  for  renewal 
of  a  license,  the  applicant  shall  undertake  to  defray  the  expense  to  the 
Town  of  the  public  hearing  on  his/her  application,  in  addition  and 
simultaneously  with  the  filing  of  his/her  application,  the  applicant  shall 
deposit  with  the  Town  $40.00  to  defray  expense  for  the  public  hearing, 
including  advertisement  costs.  If  that  sum  should  be  exhausted,  he/she 
shall  deposit  such  additional  sums  as  the  Town  may  require.  Upon  final 
action  of  the  application,  the  Town  shall  refund  to  the  applicant  the 
sum  or  sums  so  deposited  less  the  expenses  incurred  or  paid  by  it  in 
connection  with  the  application  and  the  hearing  thereon. 

57-6  Upon  the  filing  of  the  application  with  the  licensing  authority  and  the 
making  of  the  deposit  for  costs,  written  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
applicant,  and  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  a  news¬ 
paper  circulating  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  at  least  seven  (7)  days  prior 
to  the  hearing,  of  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  hearing  to  be  held 
before  the  licensing  authority  on  the  issuance  of  the  license.  In  the  case 
of  an  application  for  renewal  of  a  license,  the  licensing  authority  may 
dispense  with  the  requirement  for  public  notice.  The  applicant  and 
all  interested  persons  shall  have  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  at 
said  hearing. 

In  the  licensing  procedure  under  this  chapter,  the  licensing  authority 
shall  take  into  consideration  any  record  of  a  conviction  of  any  crimes. 

57-7  Each  licensee  under  this  chapter  shall  provide  sanitary  facilities  for  the 
use  of  all  customers  upon  the  licensed  premises  in  accordance  with 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

57-8  Any  premises  in  the  Town  licensed  under  this  By-Law,  when  open  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  police 
or  special  police  officer,  acting  pursuant  to  his/her  duties.

Section  131-2  —  Whenever  a  declaration  of  a  state  of  water  supply  emergency 
and  resulting  order  is  legally  declared  and  imposed  on  the  Town  of  Braintree 
by  an  appropriate  state  or  federal  agency,  the  Braintree  Water  and  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission  is  authorized  to  promulgate  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
are  necessary  to  implement  said  declaration  and  order. 

Section  131-3  —  Penalties  for  Violation.  Any  person  violating  any  of  said  rules 
and  regulations  as  promulgated  by  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  atten¬ 
dant  to  a  declaration  of  a  state  of  water  supply  emergency  and  resulting  order 
shall,  for  each  offense,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 
Each  day  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  131-4  —  Administration  of  Penalties. 

A.  The  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  through  its  department,  shall  be  the 
exclusive  administrator  for  processing  receipted  violations  to  the  water  usage 
restriction  order. 

B.  There  shall  be  one  warning  issued  and  recorded  on  an  approved  Water 
Sewer  Department  Administrative  form.  Said  warning  shill  be  sent  by  certified 
mail  to  the  site  of  the  violation.  Subsequent  violations  recorded  shall  be 
punished  by  fines  as  stipulated  in  Section  131-3  of  this  By-Law.  Subsequent 
violations  shall  be  recorded  on  an  approved  department  administrative  form 
which  stipulates  that  a  violation  has  been  found  and  a  fine  has  been  applied  with 
mandatory  payment  of  said  fine  to  be  receipted  by  the  Water  and  Sewer  Depart¬ 
ment.

MOVED  By  Ms.  Daylor  (9):  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws 
dated  May  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  deleting  in  its  entirety,  Chapter 
67  —  Fire  Alarm  Cable  and  Equipment,  and  substituting  therefore  the  following 
new  Chapter  67  —  Fire  Alarm  and  Fire  Protection  Systems: 

SECTION  67-1  -  Purpose:  Present  requirements  relating  to  fire  alarms  and  fire 
alarm  systems  are  non-existent,  creating  town-wide  problems  with  department 
personnel  gaining  access  to  buildings  with  such  fire  alarm  systems  to  either  re¬ 
set  them  or  shut  off  the  alarm.  The  practice  of  carrying  keys  for  all  buildings 
with  alarm  systems  is  no  longer  practical  due  to  the  great  number  of  systems. 
Forced  entry  is  not  reasonable  unless  there  are  visible  signs  of  fire  or  other  emer¬ 
gency.  The  need  to  regulate  abuses  is  due  to  the  numerous  number  of  false 
alarms  from  private  alarm  systems  and  the  growing  increase  of  homeowners’ 
or  renters’  alarm  systems  that  are  connected  to  the  fire  department’s  emergency 
telephones. 
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SECTION  67-2  -  Definitions: 


ALARM  ACTUATING  —  Any  device  such  as  a  smoke  or  heat  detector,  pull 
station,  or  sprinkler  flow  switch,  that  causes  the  alarm  to  sound. 

AUTOMATIC  DEVICE  —  Fire  protection  device  that  requires  no  manual  opera¬ 
tion  during  activation. 

FALSE  ALARMS - 

A.  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction, 
improper  installation,  or  negligence  of  the  user,  of  an  alarm  system  or  his  em¬ 
ployees  or  agents. 

B.  Any  signal  or  automatic  dialing  device  transmitted  to  the  Braintree  Fire 
Department  requesting,  or  requiring,  or  resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part  of 
the  Braintree  Fire  Department. 

FIRE  ALARM  CONTROL  PANEL  —  The  electrical  and  electronic  center  of  a 
system  that  detects  alarm  conditions,  sounds  signals,  and  provides  power  and 
supervisory  features. 

FIRE  ALARM  SERVICE  COMPANY  —  A  commercial  firm  that  specializes 
primarily  in  the  installation  and  service  of  fire  alarm  devices. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM  —  An  assembly  of  equipment  and  devices,  or  a  single 
device  such  as  a  solid  state  unit,  which  plugs  directly  into  a  110-volt  AC  line, 
arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard  requiring  urgent  attention  to  which 
the  Fire  Department  is  expected  to  respond.  Also,  any  system  which  is  designed 
to  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity,  or  any  other  conditions  directly 
related  to  the  detection  of  fire  or  explosion  hazards. 

FIRE  WATCH  —  A  Braintree  firefighter  having  knowledge  of  fire  safety  rules 
and  regulations  and  having  the  ability  and  knowledge  to  properly  sound  an 
alarm,  and  one  who  tours  the  property  being  protected  in  the  event  of  fire. 

MANUAL  DEVICE  —  A  fire  alarm  pull  station  or  other  device  that  requires 
manual  activation  for  operation. 

SERVICE  INDIVIDUAL  —  An  individual  having  extensive  knowledge  in  the 
repair  and  maintenance  of  fire  alarm  systems,  such  as  an  electrician  who  special¬ 
ized  in  signaling  systems. 

SIGNALING  CIRCUIT  —  The  electrical  circuit  that  connects  and  operates 
all  fire  alarm  system  horns,  bells,  or  other  devices. 

SINGLE  STATION  UNIT  -  A  self-contained  fire  protection  device  equipped 
with  all  features  of  a  system  within  a  small  housing,  such  as  a  battery-operated 
smoke  detector  (i.e.,  detector,  power  supply  and  signal). 

STANDBY  BATTERY  —  An  emergency  power  supply  in  case  of  loss  of  com¬ 
mercial  power  to  the  fire  alarm  panel. 
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SUPERVISORY  CIRCUIT  —  Any  alarm  circuit  that  passes  a  small  current 
through  a  device  and  detects  a  fault  on  that  circuit,  such  as  a  ground  open  or 
short. 

TYPE  I  SYSTEM  —  A  total  fire  alarm  system  that  includes  detecting  devices, 
annunciator,  signals,  power  supply  and  control  panel,  that  sounds  the  local 
signals  at  the  structure  being  protected,  and  trips  a  master  fire  alarm  box  con¬ 
nected  to  the  Braintree  Fire  Department. 

TYPE  II  SYSTEM  —  Same  as  Type  I,  except  no  direct  connection  to  the  Fire 
Department  is  required. 

SECTION  67-3  -  Control: 

A.  The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  vested  with  the  authority  to  in¬ 
spect  all  buildings,  and  premises  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  fire  or  explosion 
hazards.  If  any  building  or  premises  contain  a  condition  that  in  the  judgement 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  can  be  classed  as  fire  or  explosion  hazards, 
he  shall  forthwith  issue  a  written  order  for  the  elimination  of  such  fire  and  ex¬ 
plosion  hazards  as  may  exist. 

B.  All  special  fire  alarm  signal  services  which  provide  direct  contact,  including 
telephone,  to  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  shall  be  regulated  by  permit  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fire  Chief.  The  fee  for  such  a  permit  shall  be  $25.00. 

C.  Users  of  such  special  fire  alarm  signal  services  shall  provide  access  to  the 
Braintree  Fire  Department  only  via  connections  to  telephone  lines  approved 
by  the  Fire  Chief.  In  no  case  shall  direct  access  be  provided  via  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  emergency  telephone  numbers. 

SECTION  67-4  —  Penalties: 

To  regulate  the  use  of  Braintree  Fire  Department  emergency  telephone  lines 
by  unauthorized  special  fire  alarm  signal  services  or  by  homeowners/renters, 
the  following  provides  a  system  of  fines  to  reduce  and  control  false  alarms 
through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction,  improper  installation  or  negligence 
of  the  user  of  a  fire  alarm  system  which  may  occur  over  a  12-month  period. 

First  Offense:  No  Charge 
Second  Offense:  $50.00 
Third  Offense:  $100.00 
Fourth  Offense:  Removal  of  System 

SECTION  67-5  —  Secured  Key  Access: 

Any  residential  building  of  six  (6)  or  more  units,  or  any  business  or  commercial 
property  which  has  a  fire  alarm  system  or  other  fire  protection  system  that 
transmits  a  signal  through  a  private  central  station  alarm  company  or  directly 
to  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  through  the  Fire  Department  alarm  system 
shall  provide  a  secure  key  box  installed  in  a  location  accessible  to  the  Fire 
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Department  in  case  of  emergency.  This  key  box  shall  contain  keys  to  fire  alarm 
control  panels  and  other  keys  necessary  to  operate  or  service  fire  protection 
systems.  The  key  box  shall  be  a  type  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Braintree  Fire 
Department  and  shall  be  located  and  installed  as  approved  by  the  Chief.  Any 
building  owner  violating  this  By-Law  after  receiving  due  notice  by  the  Fire 
Department  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars. 

SECTION  67-6  —  Underground  Installation  Required: 

A.  All  fire  alarm  cables  and  fire  alarm  equipment  installed  in  new  subdivisions 
shall  be  placed  underground. 

B.  Said  installation  is  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  developer  and  the  work 
performed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire  Chief  who  shall  notify  the  Planning 
Board  in  writing  upon  satisfactory  completion  of  such  installation.

SECTION  67-8  —  Fire  Alarm  Systems: 

All  buildings  that  are  required  to  be  equipped  with  a  Type  I  or  Type  II  fire  alarm 
system  as  determined  and  described  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code 
Regulations,  Massachusetts  Fire  Prevention  Regulations  or  Town  of  Braintree 
By-Law,  shall  have  all  fire  alarm  system  devices  tested  no  less  than  two  (2) 
times  each  calendar  year  by  a  qualified  fire  alarm  service  company.  Lodging 
homes  having  thirteen  or  more  tenants  shall  be  equipped  with  a  Type  I  system. 
Lodging  homes  having  twelve  or  less  tenants  shall  be  equipped  with  a  Type  II 
system.  Devices  to  be  tested  are  all  alarm  (automatic  or  manual),  signaling, 
supervisory  circuits,  standby  battery  supplies  and  other  system  and  single  sta¬ 
tion  units  within  the  structure  installed  for  the  purpose  of  fire  protection.  The 
building  owner  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  proper  written  records  of 
the  tests,  indicating  dates,  time,  and  signature  of  the  qualified  tester,  and  such 
records  shall  be  available  to  be  viewed  by  any  public  safety  representative  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Town  of  Braintree.  The  Chief  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department, 
his  representative  or  the  Braintree  Assistant  Superintendent  of  fire  alarm  systems 
shall  determine  the  qualifications  of  the  fire  alarm  service  organization  or 
individual.  The  owner  shall  have  written  proof  of  a  maintenance  contract  or 
agreement  with  a  qualified  fire  alarm  company  and  such  agreement  or  contract 
shall  indicate  that  the  service  company  is  on  twenty-four  hour  call  and  will 
respond  within  twenty-four  hours  for  maintenance  or  repair  of  the  fire  alarm 
system.

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Should  a  fire  alarm  system  require  maintenance  or  repair,  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  owner  or  his  representative  that  such  system  be  repaired  and  placed  back 
into  service  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  discovery  of  the  fault  by  the  owner, 
service  company,  or  Braintree  public  safety  official.  Notification  of  such  fault 
to  the  owner  or  his  representative  may  be  written  or  verbal. 

Should  the  system  provide  protection  for  a  structure  where  a  life  hazard  exists 
including  but  not  limited  to  apartments  (six  units  or  more),  hotels,  motels, 
lodging  houses,  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  schools,  day  care  centers  or  nurseries, 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owners  to  have  the  system  in  proper  operation 
within  the  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period  or,  at  his  expense,  provide  a  Braintree 
firefighter  during  the  night-time  hours  or  when  a  life  hazard  exists.  Those  failing 
to  comply  shall  be  considered  in  violation  of  this  By-Law.  The  chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  determine  when  a  life  hazard  exists.  When  such  condition 
exists,  the  chief  of  the  department  or  his  representative  shall  determine  when  the 
fire  watch  will  be  removed. 

Any  owner  to  be  found  in  violation  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
no  less  than  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  violation 
until  the  fire  alarm  system  is  placed  in  service  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  chief 
of  department  or  his  representative.  All  residential  structures  of  five  units  or 
less  are  exempted  from  the  requirement  to  procure  a  formal  maintenance  con¬ 
tract.  However,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of  such  structure  to  properly 
maintain  and  keep  in  good  working  order  all  fire  protection  and  fire  alarm 
devices. 

The  name  and  emergency  telephone  number  of  both  the  owner  and  the  qualified 
service  organization  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  preferably  on  the 
fire  alarm  control  panel.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  regularly  on  Monday  evenings  throughout 
the  year  with  the  only  exception  being  the  summer  months  when  the  meetings 
were  held  on  alternating  Monday  evenings. 

Board  Members  also  had  a  busy  schedule  relative  to  their  various  liaison  and 
ad  hoc  committee  responsibilities. 

The  Board  executed  a  three-year  employment  agreement  with  Christopher 
J.  McCabe  whose  appointment  as  Executive  Secretary /Administrator  took  effect 
on  January  1,  1989. 

Throughout  the  winter  months  the  Board  held  periodic  meetings  with  Pine 
Street  Inn  officials  who  operated  the  Union  Street  Armory  as  a  Homeless 
Shelter,  under  a  contract  with  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Human 
Services.  The  meetings  were  also  attended  by  State  and  other  local  officials, 
and  provided  an  opportunity  to  monitor  the  operation  in  a  timely  fashion. 
Despite  the  lack  of  advanced  notification  by  the  State,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Pine  Street  Inn  demonstrated  a  great  deal  of  experi¬ 
ence  and  knowledge  in  the  operation  of  the  facility  and  responded  promptly 
to  any  problems  or  concerns  brought  to  its  attention.  Governor  Dukakis  pre¬ 
sented  the  Town  with  a  Proclamation  on  May  15th  in  recognition  of  the  contri¬ 
butions  made  to  the  homeless. 

James  A.  Chandler  was  appointed  in  March,  1989,  as  the  Inspector  of  Build¬ 
ings  replacing  Frank  V.  Marinelli  who  retired  on  October  31,  1988. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  received  a  $58,000  Technical  Assistance  Grant 
from  the  MWRA  to  assess  the  impacts  and  evaluate  mitigation  options  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  permanent  sludge  processing  site  at  the  former  Fore  River  Shipyard. 
The  grant  funds  enabled  the  Board  to  retain  the  services  of  Energy  Systems 
Research  Group,  Inc.  to  evaluate  the  social,  environmental,  and  fiscal  short  and 
long-term  impacts  of  the  sludge  processing  facility.  The  evaluation  will  be  made 
in  the  context  of  other  ongoing  facility  developments  in  the  immediate  area, 
namely:  1)  The  Clean  Harbors,  Inc.  chemical  waste  processing  facility  and 
pathological  waste  incinerator  and  its  proposed  rotary  kiln  chemical  waste 
incinerator;  2)  the  Citgo  Petroleum  Storage  Facility;  and  3)  the  potential  restart 
of  the  Boston  Edison  Edgar  Power  Station. 

Anthony  J.  Mollica  announced  in  January  that  he  would  not  be  a  candidate 
for  a  fifth  term  as  a  Selectman.  The  April  Annual  Election  resulted  in  the 
Board  congratulating  Joseph  Sullivan  in  being  reelected  to  his  second  term  of 
office  and  welcoming  Francis  J.  Toland  as  the  newly  elected  member.  Saran  E. 
Gillies  was  elected  Chairman  on  April  10,  1989. 
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The  Board  met  on  several  occasions  throughout  the  year  with  MBTA 
representatives  to  review  and  comment  on  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
for  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Rehabilitation  Project.  The  Board  is  particularly 
concerned  with  roadway  crossings  and  the  additional  motor  vehicle  traffic  at  the 
Union  St.  MBTA  Station.  The  Board  expects  the  final  E.I.R.  on  this  project 
to  be  released  in  early  1990. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted  an  Affirmative  Action/Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Plan  and  a  Minority  &  Women  Business  Enterprise  Plan  that  has 
received  the  Staff  Level  approval  at  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination.  The  Board  is  in  the  process  of  executing  Intra-Municipal  Agree¬ 
ments  with  the  numerous  town  appointing  authorities  to  implement  the  two 
plans.  The  Town’s  employment  goals  and  objectives  are  to  obtain  an  overall 
workforce  consisting  of  47%  women  and  10%  minorities  with  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  women  managers  to  50%.  The  goal  of  the  Minority  Women  Business 
Enterprise  Plan  is  to  award  5%  of  the  Town’s  contracts  to  both  minority  and 
women-owned  businesses. 

The  Board  is  optimistic  that  the  Town  s  Fair  Housing  Plan  will  receive 
MCAD  approval  in  early  1990  and  result  in  bringing  the  Town  into  full  com¬ 
pliance  with  all  Affirmative  Action  Regulations. 

The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  in  June  to  receive  comments  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  redesign  on  the  Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Street  intersection.  As  a  result  of 
the  neighborhood  concerns,  the  Board  has  directed  its  consulting  engineers 
to  evaluate  the  feasibility  of  downgrading  the  size  of  the  project  in  an  effort  to 
resolve  the  traffic  and  pedestrian  safety  concerns  and  also  maintain  the  character 
of  the  neighborhood. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Town’s  financial  department  heads 
during  the  summer  months  to  develop  a  strategy  and  plan  to  cope  with  the  $1.6 
million  reduction  in  State  Aid  that  was  announced  by  the  State  in  July,  after 
the  FY  90  budget  had  already  been  appropriated  by  Town  Meeting.  With  the 
cooperation  of  all  departments,  FY90  budgets  were  reduced  by  3%  at  the  Sep¬ 
tember  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  of  Braintree’s  strong  fiscal  stability  has  resulted  in  less  reliance 
of  state  aid  as  a  source  of  revenue.  The  statewide  average  of  local  aid  as  a  per¬ 
centage  of  local  revenue  is  30%;  however,  Braintree  FY90  local  aid  amounts  to 
only  15%  of  its  revenue  source.  As  a  result,  when  state  aid  is  reduced,  as  it  was 
in  FY90,  the  impact  is  less  in  Braintree  as  it  is  in  most  of  the  other  communities. 

As  a  result  of  the  uncertainties  surrounding  local  aid  cutbacks  in  FY90,  the 
Board  adopted  a  hiring  freeze  and  also  a  freeze  on  non-emergency  expenditures 
in  July.  The  freezes  were  lifted  once  the  Town  had  the  opportunity  to  assess 
the  impacts  of  the  local  aid  cutbacks  in  September.  Unfortunately,  when  the 
Legislature  failed  to  resolve  the  State’s  fiscal  crisis  by  November,  the  Board  re¬ 
instated  the  no-hiring  and  non-emergency  expenditure  freezes  once  again. 
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The  commencement  date  of  the  Town’s  Waste  Acquisition  Agreement  with 
SEMASS  to  effect  September  1,  and  resulted  in  the  Town’s  disposal  fee  being 
reduced  from  $75/ton  down  to  $27. 77/ton.  The  Town’s  solid  waste  disposal 
costs  have  been  reduced  from  $2.6  million  in  FY89  to  an  estimated  $635,000 
for  FY91. 

The  next  decade  is  certain  to  present  challenges  that  will  require  the  con¬ 
tinued  spirit  of  cooperation  and  sense  of  community  pride  that  the  residents  of 
Braintree  have  consistently  shown  throughout  the  1980’s  and  before. 

The  Town  will  celebrate  its  350th  Anniversary  in  1990  and  the  occasion 
should  remind  us  of  the  value  of  our  local  heritage  and  how  important  it  is  that 
we  preserve  the  quality  of  life  in  Braintree  for  future  generations.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Attached  please  find  the  1989  Annual  Report  of  the  Braintree  Police  De¬ 
partment.  As  you  can  see,  1989  was  a  very  active  year  for  the  Braintree  Police 
Department.  We  have  continued  to  make  changes  effecting  every  level  of  the 
organization.  These  changes  have  included  technological,  organizational  and 
operational  improvements. 

Technical  improvements  have  included  the  implementation  of  a  Computer- 
Aided  Dispatch  System  with  the  new  IBM  AS400  Computer.  Television  moni¬ 
tors  have  been  installed  in  the  jail  cells.  A  satellite  dish  was  placed  on  the  roof  of 
headquarters  enabling  us  to  participate  in  the  Law  Enforcement  Television  Net¬ 
work  which  provides  24-hour-a-day  police  training  programs.  Thirty-two  9mm 
Smith  &  Wesson  semi-automatic  handguns  were  purchased  for  operational 
personnel  by  using  drug  forfeiture  money. 

Organizational  changes  included  two  retirements,  four  new  hires  and  two 
promotions.  Contract  negotiations  with  both  Police  Unions  were  both  concluded 
in  record  time.  A  total  of  48  commendations  were  issued  to  Braintree  Police 
Officers  for  excellent  police  service.  The  Department  entered  into  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  University  of  Delaware  to  co-host  criminal  justice  training  at  our 
station.  This  has  resulted  in  our  officers  receiving  $26,000  worth  of  free  training. 

Operational  improvements  included  the  full  implementation  of  the  Drug 
Abuse  Resistance  Education  Program  and  the  Officer  Friendly  Program  in  the 
Braintree  Public  Schools.  We  also  participated  in  the  Automobile  Identification 
Engraving  Program  with  the  Governor’s  Auto  Theft  Task  Force.  Our  Police 
Department  has  co-founded  a  Mall  Watch  crime  prevention  program  at  the 
South  Shore  Plaza. 

Finally,  the  statistical  picture  remains  encouraging.  The  total  number  of 
Part  I  crimes  decreased  this  year  by  2%.  This  is  in  addition  to  last  year’s  22.4% 
decrease  in  this  category.  Part  II  crimes  decreased  by  1%  in  1989  in  addition  to 
1988  s  decrease  of  7.6%.  At  the  same  time  total  calls  for  police  service  con¬ 
tinued  to  escalate.  It  is  most  encouraging  that  the  crime  rate  has  declined  for 
two  consecutive  years,  reversing  what  had  been  a  trend  of  yearly  increases. 
This  year’s  3%  increase  in  the  total  number  of  calls  responded  to  by  the  Police 
Department  is  in  addition  to  last  year’s  increase  of  3.6%  in  the  same  category. 
There  were  some  dramatic  increases  in  specific  categories  of  crime.  These  are 
mostly  the  result  of  the  low  base  numbers  involved.  The  one  exception  is 
offenses  against  family  and  children.  This  increase  is  directly  attributable  to  the 
Braintree  Police  Department’s  commitment  to  treat  these  offenses  seriously, 
report  on  all  of  them  and  make  arrests  when  appropriate. 
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In  1989  the  Braintree  Police  Department  continued  its  commitment  to 
enhanced  public  safety  service  through  continued  intra-agency  renewal.

1989  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BRAINTREE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

I  hereby  present  for  your  information  the  annual  report  of  the  Braintree 
Police  Department.  In  the  past  year,  the  Police  Department  has  again  been  busy 
in  an  effort  to  continue  improvement  in  our  operational  capabilities.  Technologi¬ 
cal,  equipment  and  logistical  improvements  were  the  focus  of  our  efforts  in 
1989.  Operations  and  employee  development  will  become  our  priorities  in  the 
coming  year.  Many  changes  have  occurred  in  the  past  year  and  will  continue 
as  we  strive  to  provide  the  best  possible  public  safety  services.  The  willingness 
of  department  personnel,  community  officials,  and  the  community  to  cooperate 
with  each  other  has  and  will  continue  to  be  important  factors  contributing  to 
the  success  of  our  efforts. 

Many  changes  in  equipment  and  operations  took  place  during  the  year, 
affecting  all  personnel  within  the  department.  Our  computer  (IBM  AS400) 
system  went  on  line  November  1,  1989,  beginning  a  new  era  of  computerized 
dispatching  and  records  compilation.  This  transition  will  continue  as  we  inte¬ 
grate  the  different  department  subdivisions  into  the  system  and  continue  our 
training  programs.  Communications  improvements  were  finalized  with  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  video  cameras  in  the  Booking  Room  and  Cells.  The  monitors  in¬ 
stalled  in  Communications  will  allow  personnel  to  continually  monitor  prisoners, 
improving  our  jail  management  capabilities.  Physical  realignment  of  office  space 
resulted  in  the  centralization  of  our  Records  Division  and  the  consolidation 
of  our  Evidence/Property  functions. 

The  Town  of  Braintree  should  be  proud  of  the  dedication  and  profes¬ 
sionalism  of  their  police  officers.  During  the  past  year,  several  officers  were 
commended  for  actions  that  reflect  extraordinary  initiative  and  dedication 
to  duty.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  awarding  a  total  of  48  commendations  to  our 
officers,  many  of  which  commended  more  than  one  officer.  Some  officers 
even  received  multiple  commendations.  Lt.  Donald  Murphy  was  awarded  the 
George  L.  Hanna  Citation  by  Governor  Michael  Dukakis,  for  his  actions  while 
off-duty  which  lead  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  three  bank  robbery  suspects. 
Officers  John  McCarthy  and  Robert  Ciolek  received  a  citation  award  from 
Sonitrol  Alarms  for  their  apprehension  of  burglars  while  answering  a  burglar 
alarm.  The  actions  of  our  officers  have  brought  credit  to  themselves,  the  De¬ 
partment  and  the  community  they  serve. 
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Calendar  year  1989  also  saw  some  personnel  changes.  Deputy  Theodore 
Buker  and  Deputy  John  Graziano  retired  after  long  careers.  These  men  faith¬ 
fully  served  the  citizens  of  Braintree  and  this  Department  for  a  total  of  69  years. 
Principal  Clerk  Lois  LaFavre  also  retired  after  19  years  of  dedicated  service. 
Two  new  permanent  Civil  Service  Deputy  Police  Chiefs  were  appointed  and  are 
currently  in  those  positions,  Lieutenants  John  Wright  and  James  Sullivan. 
Deputy  Chief  John  Wright  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Bureau  of  Investiga¬ 
tion  and  Technical  Services  and  Deputy  Chief  James  Sullivan  in  command  of  the 
Patrol  Bureau.  Four  *new  police  recruits  were  appointed  February  27,  1989: 
Officers  Michael  Leary,  Brian  Kelley,  Joseph  Tosone  and  Richard  Curtin.  In 
August  1989,  the  recruits  graduated  from  the  Boston  Police  Academy  after 
twenty-three  weeks  of  training  and  were  assigned  to  the  Patrol  Bureau.  The 
Bureau  of  Investigation  and  Technical  Services  was  reorganized  and  three  new 
Detectives  were  named.  Chief  Edward  Flynn  graduated  from  the  FBI  Academy 
in  Quantico,  Virginia  after  attending  an  eleven  week  program. 

During  the  past  year,  contract  negotiations  were  conducted  between  the 
Town  and  both  Police  Unions.  The  negotiations  resulted  in  a  three  year  pact 
with  both  Police  Unions.  The  contracts  are  fair  and  competitive  and  will  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  professional  development  of  this  Department.  One  of  the  new 
provisions  of  the  Patrolmen’s  agreement  establishes  a  Communications  Specialist 
position.  These  specialists  have  received  intensive  training  and  will  be  perma¬ 
nently  assigned  to  our  Communications  Center  on  straight  shifts.  These  Officers 
will  expedite  an  orderly  transition  from  the  old  manual  dispatch  system  to  our 
new  state-of-the-art  Computer  Aided  Dispatch  System.  They  will  also  provide 
the  stability  and  commitment  necessary  to  improve  the  communications 
function. 

The  Department’s  new  public  education  programs,  which  are  directed 
towards  our  young  people,  began  early  in  1989  and  will  continue  through  the 
coming  year.  Officer  William  Finn  was  appointed  the  D.A.R.E.  Officer  (Drug 
Abuse  Resistance  Education)  and  began  the  program  in  the  spring,  producing 
the  first  two  groups  of  graduating  classes  from  the  D.A.R.E.  program.  The 
D.A.R.E.  program  and  community  support  have  been  so  successful  that  the 
State  Director  has  named  Braintree  as  a  ‘model  program”,  and  the  site  for  the 
training  program  in  1990.  Safety  Officer  Ronald  Solimini  implemented  the 
Officer  Friendly  Program,  courtesy  of  the  Sears  Foundation,  in  September. 
The  Officer  Friendly  is  an  enrichment  of  our  current  Safety  Program  which 
includes  McGruff  'The  Crime  Dog”,  Pedestrian  Safety,  School  Bus  Safety, 
Stranger  Danger,  Winter  Safety,  School  Safety  Patrols  and  several  other  safety 
education  programs.  A  written  “Memorandum  of  Understanding”  was  developed 
between  the  Braintree  Schools  and  the  Police  Department  to  establish  formal 
lines  of  communications  and  standard  operating  procedures  for  the  handling  of 
drug  related  incidents.  The  other  school  systems  have  indicated  that  they  will 
be  accepting  the  same  “Memorandum”.  Other  programs  sponsored  by  the 
Police  Department  included  Automobile  Identification  engraving  to  prevent 
stolen  vehicles  (in  conjunction  with  the  Governor’s  Auto  Theft  Task  Force), 
Crime  Prevention  Day  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza  and  the  implementation  of  the 
Mall  Watch”  crime  prevention  program  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza.  Different 
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members  of  the  department  have  also  become  involved  in  the  Peer  Leadership 
and  SADD  programs  established  in  the  various  schools.  The  initial  success  of 
these  programs  would  never  have  been  realized  without  the  constant  support 
and  cooperation  of  the  various  school  systems,  the  Governor’s  Alliance  Against 
Drugs  and  other  community  organizations,  the  business  community  and  the 
concerned  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Officer  In-Service  Training  at  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training 
Council  in  Plymouth  resumed  in  the  Fall  and  will  continue  into  Spring.  After 
much  research,  the  Department  purchased  thirty-two  9mm  Smith  and  Wesson 
semi-automatic  firearms  using  drug  forfeiture  money.  This  will  continue  the 
process  of  modernizing  our  equipment  and  improving  our  ability  to  deal  with 
the  ever  increasing  armament  of  suspects.  Transition  training  has  begun  for  those 
who  volunteered  to  carry  these  weapons.  In  order  to  supplement  our  training, 
officers  have  and  will  continue  to  attend  specialized  courses  sponsored  by  the 
University  of  Delaware  and  the  IACP.  These  training  programs  allow  our  officers 
to  attend  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  in  exchange  for  hosting  the  courses.  The 
Institute  of  Police  Technology  and  Management  has  entered  into  a  similar  agree¬ 
ment  and  will  provide  additional  training  courses  in  the  coming  year. 

Looking  to  the  future,  in  an  effort  to  improve  officer  training  and  career 
development,  the  Braintree  Police  Department  has  subscribed  to  a  new  concept 
called  LETN  (Law  Enforcement  Training  Network).  Installation  was  done  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town.  LETN  is  a  national  satellite  television  network  which 
brings  up-to-date  training,  news  and  information  to  the  Braintree  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  twenty-four  hours  a  day  on  such  issues  as  Drugs,  Hazardous  Waste  Inci¬ 
dents,  Officer  Survival,  Community  Relations,  Patrol  Techniques,  Physical 
Fitness,  Leadership,  Criminal  Investigations  and  Crime  Prevention.  The  “Roll 
Call  Training”  segments  are  scheduled  to  deliver  information  and  news  particular 
to  police  interests  during  our  Roll  Calls  at  the  beginning  of  each  shift.  LETN 
will  also  allow  the  Department  to  build  an  audio-video  training  library,  for  all 
levels  of  police  officers,  in  as  many  as  500  topic  areas.  In  the  past,  budget  con¬ 
straints  and  the  limited  availability  of  training  courses  have  restricted  the 
number  of  officers  able  to  receive  such  training.  The  ever-developing  budget 
picture  accentuates  the  need  for  new  and  innovative  training  programs  which 
allow  equal  access  and  can  be  administered  in  an  efficient  and  fiscally 
responsible  manner.  Increasing  the  safety,  knowledge  and  effectiveness  of  all 
of  our  officers  will  assist  them  in  protecting  and  improving  the  safety  of  our 
community. 

In  a  time  of  fiscal  uncertainty,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  applied  for  several  grants  and  received  funding  totalling  $7,980.00  for  two 
of  them.  The  grants  were  for  Selective  Enforcement/DWI  Detection  (Highway 
Safety/Drunk  Driving)  and  Incident  Based  Reporting  (Computer  Based  Report¬ 
ing).  We  have  also  received  grant  commitments  for  the  coming  year,  which  will 
at  least  triple  the  dollar  amount  received  this  year  (Pedestrian  Safety,  Selective 
Enforcement,  Drug  Enforcement).  The  Department  will  continue  its  efforts  to 
procure  grant  monies  in  the  future,  so  that  we  can  continue  to  provide  optimal 
service  levels. 
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In  retrospect,  1989  was  a  very  active  year  for  the  Braintree  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  We  have  gone  through  a  productive  year  which  resulted  in  many  changes 
affecting  every  level  of  the  Department.  Budget  cuts  and  a  hiring  freeze  have  also 
had  their  affects.  All  departments  were  asked  to  cut  their  budgets  by  three  per¬ 
cent  and  not  to  hire  new  employees.  In  complying  with  this  request,  this  depart¬ 
ment  will  be  unable  to  fill  currently  vacant  positions:  two  Police  Officers,  Junior 
Clerk,  and  Junior  Custodian.  Our  budget  was  cut  across  the  board  to  minimize 
the  impact  on  the  delivery  of  police  services.  I  remain  cautiously  optimistic 
about  the  coming  year,  realizing  that  fiscal  restraints  will  affect  our  operational 
capabilities  and  will  make  the  development  of  this  Department  slower  and  more 
difficult.  I  would  be  remiss  not  to  also  mention  the  cooperation  and  support 
of  the  various  Town  Officials  and  citizens,  which  has  positively  impacted  the 
development  of  the  Police  Department  over  the  last  year.  The  patience  and 
cooperation  of  all  department  personnel  and  others  affected  by  this  transition 
is  deeply  appreciated.  I  look  forward  to  this  continued  spirit  of  cooperation  as 
the  department  grows  and  improves  its  capabilities  to  serve  and  protect  the 
citizens  of  Braintree.

The  above  statistics  should  be  kept  in  context  and  not  misconstrued  as 
being  anything  other  than  an  indicator  of  certain  incidents  which  the  public  has 
chosen  to  report  to  the  police.  Therefore,  a  few  comments  and  observations  are 
necessary. 

Many  people  believe  that  the  police  are  solely  responsible  for  reducing 
crime,  but  research  has  consistently  shown  that  there  are  many  social  and 
economic  factors  which  have  an  enormous  influence  on  the  nature  and  levels  of 
crime  in  a  given  community.  Factors  such  as  the  size  of  a  community,  the 
composition  of  its  population,  its  economic  status,  the  stability  of  its  population 
and  the  amount  of  transient  traffic  the  attitudes  of  the  public  and  the  crime 
reporting  practices  of  the  citizens,  all  influence  the  amount  of  crime  in  any 
jurisdiction.  The  police  do,  in  fact,  play  a  major  role  in  crime  control,  order 
maintenance  and  providing  services.  The  citizen  can  also  play  an  important  role 
by  reporting  suspicious  activity  and  crime  incidents  immediately  to  the  police, 
which  increases  the  probability  of  apprehension  of  suspects  or  the  prevention  of 
crime. 

The  arrest  of  a  person  is  not  a  police  goal  in  and  of  itself,  it  is  only  one  of 
the  methods  police  may  use  in  their  role  as  public  safety  agents.  Summonses 
and  referrals  to  other  agencies  are  many  times  used  in  lieu  of  arrest.  A  prime 
example  of  alternatives  to  arrest  are  represented  by  the  statistics  shown  for 
Aggravated  Assaults.  There  were  90  arrests  for  190  incidents  of  aggravated 
assault.  What  is  not  shown  is  that  51  of  these  were  cleared  through  direct  referral 
by  the  police  to  the  courts  for  adjudication  without  arrest.  Police  discretion 
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plays  an  important  part  in  the  handling  of  incidents  and  is  also  a  factor  which 
can  affect  statistical  data.  Another  example  is  the  increase  in  offenses  against 
family/children.  This  is  due  in  part  to  a  change  in  department  policy  and  classi¬ 
fication  regarding  these  incidents.  Overall,  arrests  for  Part  I  and  Part  II  crimes 
have  decreased,  yet  arrests  for  warrants  and  motor  vehicle  violations  have 
increased.  Total  arrests  decreased  by  only  nine  percent,  indicating  that  our 
officers  are  basically  maintaining  the  high  level  of  apprehension  established  by 
last  year’s  sharp  increase  of  22.8%.  This  is  especially  encouraging  considering 
that  the  minimum  manpower  levels  and  special  patrols  were  substantially  de¬ 
creased  from  the  previous  year  due  to  fiscal  restraints. 

Overall  the  statistics  indicate  that  the  downward  trend  in  Part  I  and  Part 
II  crimes  has  continued,  but  at  a  more  reduced  rate.  In  total  our  department 
responded  to  slightly  more  criminal  investigations  and  service  calls  during  the 
past  year.  Non-service  calls  also  increased  slightly.  This  upward  trend  of  service 
requests  has  continued  for  the  last  five  years  and  there  is  no  indication  that  the 
trend  will  change  in  the  coming  year.  Some  specific  crimes  have  increased  while 
others  have  decreased.  Motor  vehicle  theft,  larceny  and  burglary  rates  decreased 
slightly,  while  aggravated  assault,  robbery  and  rape  increased.  We  are  dealing 
with  low  base  numbers,  so  one  must  be  careful  in  attributing  any  great  signifi¬ 
cance  to  them.  One  must  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  crimes  such  as  assault  and 
rape  may  fluctuate  largely  in  terms  of  how  many  are  reported,  as  opposed  to 
how  many  actually  occurred,  and  that  the  circumstances  of  these  crimes  are 
mainly  beyond  the  scope  of  police  tactics.  The  department  will  continue  highly 
visible  patrols  utilizing  aggressive  tactics  in  an  effort  to  control  crime,  maintain 
order  and  provide  services  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  We  also  acknowledge  the 
importance  of  public  awareness  of  problems  and  will  continue  our  efforts  to 
educate  the  public  and  solicit  their  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  the  statistics  regarding  crime  in  Braintree  are  encouraging, 
but  the  Department  also  realizes  that  we  still  have  much  work  to  do  and  that 
there  is  always  room  for  improvement.  The  department  will  continue  our 
development  and  strive  to  improve  our  capabilities  and  professional  standards. 
Budget  cuts  and  other  fiscal  restraints  will  obviously  make  our  job  more  diffi¬ 
cult  along  with  affecting  levels  of  service  and  development.  However,  we  will 
make  every  effort  to  use  planning,  alternative  funding,  innovative  ideas  and  hard 
work  to  minimize  the  effects  of  limited  funds.  The  personnel  of  the  department 
can  be  justifiably  proud  of  their  commitment  and  professionalism  in  providing 
an  excellent  level  of  service  to  the  community.  They  have  become  involved  in 
almost  every  imaginable  type  of  situation  risking  their  own  safety  and  well¬ 
being  to  ensure  a  safe  environment  in  our  community.  The  community  can  be 
proud  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department  and  of  their 
efforts  to  provide  the  best  possible  levels  of  service.  In  the  coming  year,  the  De¬ 
partment  looks  forward  to  continuing  our  efforts  and  working  with  the  com¬ 
munity  to  help  keep  Braintree  a  pleasant  and  safe  place  to  live  and  work.

The  report  of  the  activities  and  services  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department 
for  calendar  year  1989  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  to  the  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  4621  Fire  Incidents  and  Emergency 
Calls,  as  required  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  “Fire  Incident 
Reporting  System.”  Those  incidents  represent  a  fire  loss  of  $2,370,635  on 
properties  assessed  at  $127,282,000,  and  106  motor  vehicle  fires  at  an  estimated 
loss  of  $239,450.

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  expanded  its  second  “Fire  Safety  Family  Day” 
for  the  public  in  October,  under  the  direction  of  Captain  John  K.  Grandy  and 
Lt.  James  F.  Giles. 

The  bureau  continued  safety  education  programs,  with  emphasis  on  the 
schools,  elderly,  handicapped  and  private  industry. 
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In  1990,  in  conjunction  with  the  program  of  the  Committee  for  the  Town’s 
350th  Anniversary  Celebration,  the  Bureau  will  use  visual  aids,  films  and  book¬ 
lets  to  stress  fire  safety  in  the  home.

David  Colburn,  Master  Mechanic,  completely  services  16  Fire  Department 
vehicles  consisting  of  6  Engines,  2  Aerial  Ladder  Trucks,  a  Fire  Alarm  Bucket 
Truck,  a  Service  Truck,  a  Woods  Wagon  and  5  other  vehicles.  He  keeps  all 
vehicles,  including  heavy  diesel  equipment,  operational  at  reduced  down  time 
and  at  great  savings  to  the  Town.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  $100,000 
in  labor  costs  have  been  realized  in  savings  to  the  Town. 

Mr.  Colburn  makes  all  major,  as  well  as  minor,  repairs  and  replacements 
of  parts.  He  has  rebuilt  engines,  replaced  entire  systems,  including  brakes,  ex¬ 
haust  electrical  and  radio  systems.  He  also  maintains  3  emergency  generators, 
one  in  each  Station.  This  represents  only  a  portion  of  the  skillful  work  and 
abilities  of  Mr.  Colburn.  In  addition  to  the  normal  maintenance  requirements 
of  the  department’s  vehicles,  the  following  list  highlights  some  of  the  major 
work  completed  by  Mr.  Colburn.

CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY  AND 
OFFICE  OF  EMERGENCY  PLANNING 


Weekly  meetings  held  every  Thursday  7:30  p.m.  -  10:00  p.m.  Matters  dis¬ 
cussed  concern  hazardous  situations  and  materials  that  may  be  of  concern  to  our 
Town,  as  well  as  catastrophies,  and  are  topics  of  our  planning  sessions. 

Updating  the  Civil  Defense  Annex  to  the  Town’s  basic  plan  was  completed. 
Copies  have  been  distributed  to  all  departments.  The  Civil  Defense  crew  updated 
and  repaired  22  exit  lights  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  lights  work  on  standard 
power,  and  in  event  of  a  power  loss  they  will  be  automatically  switched  to  the 
Emergency  Power  System. 

Emergency  power  is  now  in  all  office  spaces,  hallways,  and  meeting  places. 
The  auditorium  has  portable  lighting  equipment  in  place  and  will  be  subject 
to  a  permanent  installation  at  a  later  date. 

A  flashing  red  lamp  on  the  outside  wall  of  the  building  to  alert  the  police 
when  the  generator  is  in  service  and  running  in  off  hours,  to  notify  a  member  of 
the  Civil  Defense. 

The  Town’s  radio  system  is  being  modernized  and  some  new  equipment  has 
been  bought  and  additional  equipment  will  be  acquired.  A  maintenance  program 
has  been  set  up,  all  portable  generators  and  vehicles  are  checked  and  run  on  a 
monthly  basis. 

A  total  of  4,336  hours  were  contributed  by  Civil  Defense  personnel. 
Planning  stages  are  underway  for  completing  the  Emergency  Power  System, 
radio  communications  and  unfinished  maintenance  projects  in  the  coming  year.

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,1 989. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 
Plain  Street  Bridge  Project 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Plain  Street  railroad  bridge  was  completed  this 
year,  much  later  than  scheduled.  On  September  1,  the  new  bridge  deck  was 
poured  and  the  road  was  reopened  to  traffic  on  November  27.  The  project  was 
financed  with  State  and  Federal  funds  and  administered  by  the  Mass.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works. 

Liberty  Street/Sycamore  Road  Sidewalk  Project 

Paving  of  the  sidewalk  was  completed  in  the  spring  and  final  landscaping 
in  the  fall. 

Allen/Front  Street  Project 

Bids  for  this  Chapter  90  project  were  opened  on  August  17.  Fourteen  bids 
were  received  ranging  from  $438,408  to  $779,869  as  compared  to  the  consul¬ 
tant  s  cost  estimate  of  $776,170. 

Due  to  legal  technicalities,  the  Selectmen  awarded  the  contract  to  the 
second  bidder,  Todesca  Equipment  Co.  for  $471,508.25.  Work  was  subsequently 
delayed  by  an  appeal  to  Labor  and  Industries.  Construction  will  start  in  the 
spring  as  soon  as  weather  permits. 

Gordon  Road  Drainage  Project 

A  new  drainage  system  was  constructed  on  Gordon  Road,  Argyle  Road  and 
Edgehill  Road.  The  purpose  of  the  project  was  to  divert  runoff  from  the  low 
point  on  Edgehill  Road  which  has  been  a  source  of  flooding  problems. 

After  the  drains  were  installed  the  roadway  surfaces  were  restored  by 
pavement  reclamation  in  an  attempt  to  reshape  the  surface  and  create  a  normal 
crown  section. 
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PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 


South  Braintree  Square  Project 

Just  as  the  plans  were  given  final  approval  by  the  Mass.  DPW,  it  became 
necessary  to  revise  them  due  to  proposed  reconstruction  of  Pearl  Street  for  the 
MBTA  Commuter  Rail  Project.  Construction  should  start  during  the  coming 
summer. 

Howard  and  Shaw  Street  Project 

This  project  has  been  shifted  to  the  Chapter  90  program  in  order  to 
expedite  its  funding.  It  should  be  advertised  for  bids  this  year. 

Elm,  Adams  &  Middle  Street  Project 

A  public  meeting  was  held  on  June  5  at  which  time  the  vast  majority  of 
residents  opposed  the  project.  As  a  result  of  that  meeting,  the  redesign  of  the 
intersection  has  been  shelved.  At  the  request  of  the  neighbors,  stop  signs  will  be 
installed  at  each  of  the  entering  roadways  on  an  experimental  basis. 

Elm  and  Church  Street  Project 

The  design  of  this  intersection  was  delayed  because  of  its  proximity  to  the 
Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Street  Project. 

Town  Brook  Project  (Braintree  Dam) 

The  Corps  of  Engineers  is  planning  to  reconstruct  Braintree  Dam  which 
will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  manually  controlling  the  valves  at  the  outlet 
pipes.  We  are  awaiting  word  from  the  Corps  that  the  contract  has  been  adver¬ 
tised  for  bids. 


OTHER  PROJECTS 

In  addition  to  those  listed  above,  the  Department  was  also  pursuing  the 
following  projects  during  the  past  year: 

1.  A  plan  has  been  submitted  to  Land  Court  for  the  purpose  of  registering 
the  westerly  23.5  acres  of  the  Town  Forest  bordering  on  Washington  Street. 
That  will  eliminate  the  many  paper  streets  in  that  portion  of  the  Forest. 

2.  A  hydrologic  study  of  the  Monatiquot  River  was  conducted.  It  encom¬ 
passed  approximately  1/2  mile  of  the  river  from  the  dam  at  Armstrong  World 
Industries  (near  Plain  Street)  to  a  point  about  1000  feet  above  Jefferson  Street. 
The  study  verified  that  the  dam  has  virtually  no  effect  on  flooding  at  the  golf 
course. 
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3.  Meetings  were  held  with  MBTA  personnel  and  their  consultants  regard¬ 
ing  their  proposal  to  initiate  commuter  rail  service  to  communities  south  of 
Braintree.  Preliminary  plans  call  for  a  grade  separation  on  Pearl  Street  near 
French  Avenue. 

4.  There  were  no  personnel  changes  this  year.  The  Department  has  had  an 
unfilled  position  for  over  1 1  years. 

The  Department  took  in  $4,604.75  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during 
the  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


SNOW  REMOVAL 

Three  snow  storms  in  1989  warranted  the  Highway  Department  to  plow 
all  streets,  school  parking  lots  and  play  areas,  Town  parking  lots  and  desig¬ 
nated  sidewalks.  The  sanding  trucks  were  in  operation  frequently  due  to 
icing  conditions. 

One  hundred  and  five  (105)  sand  barrels  were  distributed  and  maintained 
throughout  the  Town. 

Salt  used:  761  ton 

Sand  used:  3,029  ton 

PATCHING  AND  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS 

Streets  were  patched  throughout  the  Town  and  sidewalk  repairs  were  made 
in  several  areas. 

One  hundred  twenty  (120)  ton  of  cold  patch  were  used  during  the  winter 
months  to  repair  pot  holes. 


MAINTENANCE 

Routine  maintenance  includes  sweeping  streets  and  sidewalks,  cleaning 
catch  basins  and  drains,  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  installed  by  the  Town, 
and  clearing  brush  from  road  sides,  sidewalks  and  Town  lots,  repairing  plow 
damage,  and  cleaning  Town  brooks. 

STREET  PAINTING 

Center  and  stop  lines  were  repainted  throughout  the  Town.  Crosswalks 
were  repainted  at  all  schools  and  business  areas.  There  were  also  additional 
crosswalks  painted  at  several  areas  throughout  the  Town. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  SIGNS 

Street  signs  and  posts  were  replaced  as  needed.  Numerous  Stop  signs, 
No  Parking,  Keep  Right,  Handicapped,  child  safety  signs,  etc.,  were  installed 
or  replaced.  There  were  also  additional  new  signs  installed  throughout  various 
areas  of  the  Town. 
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STREET  RESURFACING 


The  following  streets  were  resurfaced: 

Pleasantview  Ave.,  Vinedale  Rd.,  Hawthorn  Rd.,  remaining  section  of 
Hollingsworth  Ave.,  one  section  of  Liberty  St.,  sections  of  Gordon  Rd.,  Edgehill 
Rd.,  Argyle  Rd.,  and  Arthur  St.,  as  part  of  a  joint  drain  project  in  conjunction 
with  Engineering  Dept.  Also,  as  part  of  Town  project,  Hawthorn  Rd.,  Fairfield 
St.,  Lakeside  Dr.,  Holmes  St.,  a  section  of  Walnut  St.,  a  section  of  River  St.  were 
also  resurfaced. 


SURFACE  TREATMENT 

There  was  no  Street  Surface  Treatment  this  year  due  to  lack  of  funding.

New  catch  basins  and  manholes  were  installed  on  the  following  streets:

Repaired  various  pipes  throughout  the  Town. 

LEAF  REMOVAL 

Leaves  were  bagged  by  residents  and  collected  by  the  Highway  Department 
and  brought  to  a  leaf  mulch  site  at  Plain  Street  Cemetery. 

A  total  of  One  Thousand,  Nine  Hundred  Twenty  (1,920)  ton  of  leaves 
were  collected.  Cost  to  the  Town  for  shipment  out  of  Town:  Fifty  One  Thou¬ 
sand,  Eight  Hundred  Forty  Dollars  ($51,840.00).  Appropriation:  Forty  Thou¬ 
sand  Dollars  ($40,000.00).  Savings  to  the  Town  using  this  process:  Eleven 
Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  Forty  Dollars  ($1 1,840.00).

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REPORT  OF  THE 

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 


With  the  support  of  Braintree  and  100  other  communities  in  the  region, 
the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  was  able  to  continue  to  provide 
planning  services,  information  and  advice  for  regional  communities  during  1989. 

Throughout  the  year,  MAPC  concentrated  on  refining  MetroPlan  2000, 
the  regional  growth  plan  adopted  in  principle  by  representatives  at  the  1989 
Annual  Meeting  in  May.  The  regional  development  framework  will  aid  com¬ 
munities  in  designating  potential  growth  areas  based  on  the  availability  of 
infrastructure,  and  in  designating  areas  where  growth  should  be  discouraged. 

With  a  regional  plan,  growth  can  be  directed  so  that  affordable  housing 
issues  are  addressed,  open  space  and  environmentally  sensitive  areas  are  pro¬ 
tected,  and  transportation  habits  that  contribute  to  traffic  congestion  and  air 
pollution  are  changed. 

At  the  same  time,  planned  growth  can  encourage  new  job  opportunities 
by  providing  incentives  for  growth  in  specific  areas.  In  addition,  with  a  shortage 
of  funds  to  build  new  roads  or  maintain  old  ones,  planned  growth  encourages 
the  best  use  of  limited  resources. 

In  fiscal  year  1989,  which  runs  from  July  1,  1988  through  June  30,  1989, 
Braintree  contributed  $6,607  to  MAPC  for  regional  planning  services. 

In  addition  to  MetroPlan  2000  planning  efforts,  MAPC  staff  produced 
community  population  and  employment  forecasts,  and  updated  the  develop¬ 
ment  file  and  vacant  sites  survey  for  each  community. 

Some  communities  also  took  advantage  of  information  programs,  and  met 
with  MAPC  planners  to  discuss  the  federal  Transportation  Improvement  Pro¬ 
gram,  trip  reduction  tools,  curb  cut  controls,  and  impact  fees.  In  Braintree: 

This  year,  representatives  from  the  21  Inner  Core  communities  including 
Braintree  met  regularly  to  discuss  common  goals,  interests  and  needs  — 
especially  affordable  housing  preservation  and  the  affects  of  commuter 
parking  lots. 

Braintree’s  town  engineer  assisted  MAPC  staff  in  developing  a  local  impact 
fee  primer  manual. 

MAPC  appreciates  our  continued  support.  In  the  coming  year,  we  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  engage  in  MetroPlan  2000  planning  activities,  as  well  as  to  utilize 
the  planning  skills  and  knowledge  available  from  MAPC  staff.

This  is  the  first  of  many,  I  hope  for  me,  annual  reports  to  the  Town  for  the 
Department  of  Inspections. 

This  department  has  been  exceptionally  busy  this  past  year.  Not  only  do 
we  process  all  applications  for  the  various  permits  issued  by  us  and  make  all  the 
required  site  inspections  as  the  work  progresses,  about  8  inspections  per  home 
or  apartment,  but  we  also  make  over  200  inspections  of  various  restaurants, 
hotels,  motels,  theaters,  clubs,  meeting  halls,  etc.,  wherever  the  public  gathers 
to  make  sure  the  buildings  are  safe  for  their  intended  use. 

Total  permits  are  up  from  1917  last  year  to  2079  this  year,  an  8%  increase 
in  spite  of  a  construction  moratorium  period  due  to  water  conservation.  Fees 
collected  went  from  $104,932  to  $152,549  in  the  same  period  primarily  due  to 
a  couple  of  large  projects.  We  expect  the  number  of  permits  to  increase  next 
year  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  large  projects. 

We  also  spend  many  hours  meeting  with  property  owners  to  guide  them 
through  the  many  requirements  of  the  codes  and  zoning  by-laws  and  assisting 
them  in  determining  what  can  legally  be  done  on  their  lands  or  to  their  buildings. 

We  are  also  working  closely  with  the  Engineering,  Health,  Planning,  and  Fire 
Departments  so  that  all  projects  are  coordinated  and  no  new  buildings  are 
occupied  until  all  departments  are  satisfied  that  the  project  meets  or  exceeds 
required  standards  and  codes. 

This  office  has  recently  instituted  a  new  fee  schedule  that  is  more  in  line 
with  the  actual  costs  of  our  services.  We  were  substantially  below  those  charged 
by  surrounding  communities. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  all  Town  departments  for  their  many  courtesies  and 
assistance,  and  to  especially  thank  my  staff;  Robert  Galewski  —  Local  Inspec¬ 
tor,  John  Mastrangelo  —  Inspector  of  Wires,  Joseph  Barone  —  Plumbing/Gas 
Inspector,  and  Annette  McLaughlin  —  Administrator,  for  their  cheerful  co¬ 
operation  and  dedication  to  duty.

Biological  Supplies 

The  Health  Department  assumes  the  responsibility  of  distributing  all  of  the 
biologies  and  diagnostic  supplies  to  all  local  physicians,  nursing  homes,  clinics 
and  hospitals.  The  day  nurses  distributed  192  vaccine  orders  to  local  health 
facilities.  The  nurses  are  responsible  for  maintaining  statistics  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health. 

Blood  Pressure  Clinic 

Monthly  blood  pressure  clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the  Council 
on  Aging.  A  total  of  1,280  people  had  their  blood  pressures  checked,  and  a 
total  of  36  people  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated 
blood  pressures. 

Annual  Health  Fair 

The  Health  Department  held  its  ninth  Annual  Health  Fair  on  May  6,  1989. 
A  wide  variety  of  free  health  screenings  were  offered.  Once  again  various  local 
health  care  professionals  and  health  service  agencies  were  available  to  provide 
services  and  share  public  health  information.  A  total  of  225  residents  partici¬ 
pated. 

Evening  Clinic 

Public  Health  Nurse  Florence  M.  Leary  offered  the  evening  clinic.  This 
program  is  in  the  eighth  year  at  the  Health  Office.  The  clinic  offers  nursing 
services  to  those  residents  who  are  not  able  to  partake  in  the  day  programs. 
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Lead  Testing  —  Day  Care  Centers 

Public  Health  Nurses  offered  a  lead  testing  program  for  all  day  care  centers 
throughout  the  Town,  and  those  children  who  had  elevated  levels  were  followed 
and  referred  to  their  local  physician. 

Program  for  Day  Care  Providers  Regarding  Contagious  Disease 

The  department  offered  day  care  providers  a  program  on  Preventing  the 
Spread  of  Contagious  Diseases.  They  were  advised  of  corrective  measures  that 
should  be  taken  for  handling  the  young  people  at  their  centers. 

TB  Clinics 

Several  nursing  homes  requested  mantoux  testing  for  their  employees. 

Diptheria-Tetanus  Clinic 

Public  Health  Nurses  and  Arnold  Goldberg,  M.D.,  Town  Physician,  im¬ 
munized  high  school  students  at  a  clinic  held  at  Braintree  High  School. 

Passenger  Safety  Program 

Public  Health  Nurse  Dena  Salzberg,  RN,  participated  in  the  state-wide 
Passenger  Safety  Program  as  an  active  member  of  their  Speakers  Bureau.  She 
offered  passenger  safety  educational  materials  and  was  a  guest  speaker  at  the 
Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf. 

“Eat  Right”  Program 

Dena  Salzberg,  RN,  Jane  Pratt,  RN,  and  Regina  M.  Hanson,  RS,  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  program  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Cancer  Society.  They 
spent  time  at  various  supermarkets  around  town  distributing  educational  materi¬ 
als  and  answering  questions  about  good  nutrition.  Many  residents  took  part  in 
this  program. 

“Family  Health  and  Safety  Day” 

Jane  Pratt,  RN,  participated  in  a  Health  Awareness  Day  in  conjunction  with 
the  Braintree  Fire  Department.  She  monitored  blood  pressures  and  provided  in¬ 
formation  to  residents  about  the  nursing  services  available  to  the  public  by  the 
Braintree  Health  Department. 

Babysitting  Course 

The  Health  Department  offered  a  babysitting  course  in  July.  The  course 
was  given  by  Dena  Salzberg,  RN.  19  adolescents  received  their  certificates.  This 
program  was  offered  under  the  guidelines  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 
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Town  Employee  Weight  Control  Program 

An  employee  weight  control  program  was  offered  by  Jane  Pratt,  RN,  in 
cooperation  with  Diet  Workshop.  Many  town  employees  participated  in  this 
program. 

Flu  Clinic 

The  Health  Department  offered  its  Annual  Flu  Program  in  October  for  all 
senior  citizens,  and  chronically  ill  residents  of  the  Town.  A  total  of  1,020 
residents  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics.  1,910  doses  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  local  nursing  homes,  health  agencies,  hospitals  and  private  physicians. 

Pneumonia  Clinic 

The  Health  Department  offered  its  Annual  Pneumonia  Program  to  all  senior 
citizens  and  chronically  ill  residents  of  the  Town.  33  residents  were  vaccinated. 
The  cost  to  each  resident  was  $5.00.  The  Norwell  Council  on  Aging  purchased 
15  doses  of  vaccine  for  which  we  received  payment. 

Pediculosis  Screenings  and  Scabies 

The  Braintree  School  Department  nurses  called  upon  the  Public  Health 
Nurses  to  assist  them  in  screening  the  school  children  for  head  lice  and  scabies. 
Some  day  care  centers  had  public  health  nurses  into  their  centers  to  hold  screen¬ 
ings.  A  local  nursing  home  requested  that  the  nurses  give  an  in-service  to  their 
employees  regarding  scabies  and  pediculosis. 

Contracted  Services  for  Public  Health  Nursing 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  services  has  continued  to  expand  its  health  ser¬ 
vices  over  the  past  years.  Community  health  programs  have  been  the  focal 
point  with  Nurses  Dena  Salzberg,  RN,  and  Jane  Pratt,  RN,  offering  programs  on 
patients’  issues,  including  the  expansion  of  community-wide  programs  offering 
many  free  screening  tests  and  community  health  information.  Students  from  the 
Northeastern  University  School  of  Nursing  and  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Boston,  have  received  their  community  practice  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office. 
The  nurses  worked  closely  with  area  agencies,  such  as  American  Red  Cross, 
Heart  Association,  Cancer  Society,  Emergency  Medical  Disaster  Program, 
Council  on  Aging,  and  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  in  assisting  them  with 
their  health  projects. 

The  State  mandated  nursing  services  continued  to  be  rendered  such  as 
prematurity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  reporting,  mantoux 
testing,  high  risk  maternal  and  child  health,  home  visits  for  nursing  assessment 
and  weekly  evening  clinics  offer  the  following  assistance  with  blood  pressure 
monitoring,  nutritional  counseling,  medication  monitoring,  and  diabetic  screen¬ 
ing  which  is  offered  for  all  residents  at  all  age  levels. 
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This  year  4,541  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  Department’s  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Nurses.  This  does  not  include  services  performed  in  conjunction  with 
other  agencies  or  the  complete  Flu  Clinic  Program.

The  Department  continued  its  periodic  inspections  throughout  the  Town, 
including  citizens’  requests,  for  a  total  of  446  inspections.  There  were  9  cases 
of  restaurant  closure  action  for  sanitation  violations.  Four  restaurants  went  out 
of  business.  Eleven  new  establishments  opened  in  the  Town. 

Housing  Inspections 

The  Department  is  involved  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental 
units.  A  total  of  181  units  were  initially  inspected,  of  which  there  were  85 
follow-up  inspections. 

Regulations  Adopted  by  the  Board 

The  Board  of  Health  is  now  requiring  in  new  establishments  and  chronic 
violators  that  one  (1)  food  handler  must  have  successfully  passed  a  course  in 
Food  Service  Sanitation. 

The  Board  adopted  a  regulation  to  initiate  an  annual  registration  of  private 
wells  in  the  Town,  and  guidelines  for  construction  of  new  wells,  and  150B  regu¬ 
lations. 

Mosquito  Control 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
in  planning  spraying  for  the  Spring.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  assisted  residents  with  spraying  information. 

This  was  the  seventh  year  that  the  Town  has  contracted  with  the  Norfolk 
County  Project.  The  Board  was  pleased  with  the  service  the  Town  has  received. 

Pool  Inspections 

The  Department’s  Code  Enforcement  Officer  made  47  inspections  of 
indoor  and  outdoor  pools  in  the  Town.  There  were  two  pool  closures  due  to 
improper  chemical  readings  and  lack  of  lifeguard. 

Rabies  Clinic 

The  annual  Rabies  Clinic  was  held  in  June  of  this  year.  The  efforts  of 
Richard  I.  Harris,  D.V.M.,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Animal  Control  Department 
made  this  a  successful  program. 

School  Immunization 

The  Board  enforced  the  State  mandate,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Department,  that  all  school-age  children  of  the  Town  be  fully  immunized  against 
measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diptheria  and  tetanus.  The  Board  strongly  agrees 
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that  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  be  tested  for  lead  poisoning.  The  Board, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Department’s  physician,  immunized  High  School 
students  (from  Braintree  High  School  and  Archbishop  Williams  High  School) 
for  diptheria,  tetanus  and  polio. 

Special  Permits 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
Planning  Board  regarding  special  permits.

Clean  Harbors  Siting  Assignment 

The  most  crucial  issues  that  continue  as  they  have  for  the  past  years  are  the 
dealings  of  the  Board  of  Health  concerning  Clean  Harbors  of  Braintree  Hazardous 
Waste  site  located  at  385  Quincy  Avenue,  Braintree,  MA.  The  Board  of  Health, 
with  the  assistance  of  Town  Counsel  and  other  Town  agencies,  has  spent  the  last 
year  regarding  legal  concerns  which  have  developed  into  a  multitude  of  court 
actions.  The  Board  is  also  concerned  with  the  issue  of  emissions  which  were 
noted  being  released  from  the  pathological  incinerator,  and  the  Board  has 
required  DEQE  to  assist  with  the  evaluation  of  these  emissions.  Clean  Harbors, 
in  their  attempt  to  correct  the  deficiencies,  have  altered  and  mortified  their 
present  incinerator.  They  voluntarily  closed  the  operation  in  the  fall  of  1987, 
and  at  present  it  remains  closed.  The  design  and  alterations  are  presently  under 
review  by  DEQE  and  future  changes  or  developments  are  expected  to  be  mor¬ 
tified  by  Clean  Harbors  with  future  testing  which  must  be  approved  prior  to  the 
release  of  the  pathological  incinerator  to  be  placed  on  line  and  permitted  to 
operate. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  D.E.Q.E.  were  also  involved  with  the 
evaluation  of  the  incinerator.  The  testing  request  proved  that  it  was  necessary 
to  make  alterations  to  the  system.  The  old  incinerator  must  undergo  major 
alterations. 

Hazardous  Waste  By-Law 

The  enforcement  of  the  Hazardous  Waste  By-Law  was  enforced  for  the  first 
time  in  1989.  6  businesses  were  fined  for  various  Hazardous  Waste  By-Law  vio¬ 
lations.  The  Board  started  to  rewrite  some  sections  of  the  by-law  in  1989. 
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Leaf  Mulch  Committee 


The  Leaf  Mulch  Committee,  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  made  many 
changes  in  the  operation.  The  first  change  was  to  move  the  site  from  Pond 
Meadow  where  it  was  sited  in  1988. 

The  Plain  St.  Cemetery  was  chosen  as  the  site.  The  Health  Board  voted  a 
site  assignment  on  August  8,  1989.  At  that  time  the  Board  voted  to  assign  a 
portion  of  the  cemetery  to  be  used  as  a  leaf  mulch  site  and  voted  an  order  of 
conditions. 

The  operation  was  put  under  the  control  of  the  Highway  Department  with 
Robert  Brangiaforte,  Highway  Department  Superintendent,  as  head  of  the 
operation. 

The  operation  ran  as  well  in  1989  as  it  did  in  1988.  Our  savings  to  the 
Town  was  $11,840.00  which  was  considerably  lower  than  the  1988’s  savings, 
but  this  was  due  in  most  part  to  an  increase  in  the  cost  for  site  preparation. 

We  expect  the  leaf  mulch  site  to  remain  at  the  Plain  St.  Cemetery  for  awhile 
and  anticipate  the  savings  to  the  Town  to  increase  every  year.

NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically 
feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  of  Reduction  Work 

Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the  drainage  of  shallow,  standing, 
stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute 
to  mosquito  breeding  sources.

Larviciding 

Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is  the  next  most 
effective  control  effort.

Adulticiding 

The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  when  they 
are  numerous,  annoying,  or  threatening  to  residents.

Surveys,  inspections,  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  program  include 
locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,  larval  and  adult  collections,  and  field  work 
evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  project  received  101  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 


The  Braintree  Recycling  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  report  sum¬ 
marizing  its  activities  for  1989.  The  Recycling  Committee  received  approxi¬ 
mately  320  tons  of  paper,  glass  and  aluminum.  This  is  an  80-ton  increase  over 
last  year  with  about  a  35%  increase  in  paper  recycled. 

From  January  1st  to  August  31st,  the  Town  was  paying  $69/ton  to  trans¬ 
port,  landfill  and/or  incinerate  its  solid  waste.  By  recycling  at  a  savings  of 
$49/ton  after  expenses,  for  seven  months,  recycling  saved  $9,800.  From  Sep¬ 
tember  through  December  the  Town  saved  an  additional  $2,000;  however,  the 
Town’s  price  to  haul  and  incinerate  at  SEMASS  dropped  to  $28. 77/ton.  During 
this  time,  recycling  still  saved  an  average  of  $13. 77/ton  over  hauling  and  in¬ 
cineration.  This  is  significant  especially  considering  the  benefits  of  not  polluting 
the  environment  or  depleting  our  natural  resources. 

Another  benefit  to  the  Town  this  year  was  revenue  from  glass  and  alumi¬ 
num.  From  the  44+  tons  collected,  the  Recycling  Committee  turned  in 
$1,835.98  to  the  General  Fund.  The  total  savings  and  revenue  for  calendar  year 
1989  added  up  to  $13,635. 

The  Recycling  Committee,  with  permission  from  the  School  Committee, 
held  a  paper  recycling  drive.  All  elementary  schools  had  drop-off  areas  manned 
by  Recycling  Committee  members  and  volunteers.  The  project  was  successful  — 
with  a  good  turnout  of  school  children  and  parents  with  their  papers. 

In  the  1990’s,  we  hope  to  reduce  solid  waste  by  supporting  the  State’s 
proposed  packaging  bill,  which  requires  packaging  to  contain  recyclable  materi¬ 
als.  With  help  and  support  from  SEMASS  and  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
the  Committee  plans  to  promote  recycling  education  in  the  schools. 

The  future  goal  is  to  increase  the  amount  of  recyclables  at  the  Recycling 
Center  by  including  plastics.  We  also  hope  to  increase  revenues  by  negotiating 
more  favorable  contracts  with  haulers.  We  are  optimistic  that  recycling  will 
become  mandatory,  that  there  will  be  regional  recycling  and  curbside  pick-up.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WEYMOUTH-BRAINTREE  REGIONAL

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  towns,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
hereby  submit  this  report. 

During  this  past  year  the  use  of  the  park  facilities  has  increased  greatly  and 
continues  to  do  so  —  to  the  point  of  being  almost  overwhelming  on  weekends. 

On  Monday,  February  20th,  two  young  girls  broke  through  the  ice  on  the 
pond.  Supervisor  Sean  Cleaves  radioed  the  Fire  Department  and  went  to  the  aid 
of  the  two  girls.  Sean  kept  the  girls  afloat  and  comforted  them  until  the  Fire 
Department  arrived  with  their  rescue  equipment. 

At  the  ranger  station,  a  new  security  system  has  been  installed  to  replace 
the  outdated  and  deteriorated  one.  A  fire  alarm  box  has  been  installed  on 
the  Braintree  side  of  the  park  and  the  rangers  have  constructed  a  new  drum 
stove  to  heat  the  building. 

An  inspection  of  the  park  was  held  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  on 
May  2nd.  The  inspectors  were  impressed  with  the  condition  of  the  park.  A  letter 
was  received  from  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  stating  that  the  park  is  in 
excellent  condition  and  commending  Supervisor  Cleaves  and  Ranger  Folan  for 
their  outstanding  efforts  and  cooperation. 

Erosion  damage  to  the  bike  path,  due  to  heavy  rains,  has  made  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  patch  the  bike  path  and  place  new  gravel  along  its  edges. 

A  summer  nature  program  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Pamela  Drouin  and  Ms. 
Anita  Grant.  This  program  is  sponsored  by  the  “Friends  of  Pond  Meadow 
Park”.  Participants  in  this  program  are  children  from  ages  6  to  12  from  the 
Braintree  and  Weymouth  area.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  program  was 
booked  to  capacity  and  was  exceptionally  well  received  by  both  children  and 
parents. 

The  Commissioners  are  investigating  an  alternative  to  using  the  ranger  sta¬ 
tion’s  garage  as  the  summer  nature  program  center  during  inclement  weather. 

The  Liberty  Street  and  Summer  Street  entrances  to  the  park  have  been 
expanded  to  allow  for  additional  parking. 

In  November,  the  Algonquin  Gas  Company  finished  installing  a  cathodic 
protection  system.  This  system  will  prevent  electrolysis  of  the  existing  gas  line 
that  runs  through  the  park. 

There  is  a  new  Commissioner  from  Weymouth.  David  Jones  replaced  Ray¬ 
mond  Tombari  in  November,  1989,  when  the  “swing  vote”  went  to  Weymouth. 
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The  Board  of  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  various  departments  for  their  able  assistance  and  cooperation  enabling 
the  District  to  achieve  the  results  that  it  has  had  to  date.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSION 
TOWN  OF  BRAINTREE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  Board  of  Parks  and 
Playgrounds  Commission  Who  met  formally  19  different  times  during  1989 
establishing  a  decade  high  83%  Board  attendance  record. 

The  Board  reelected  Thomas  J.  Reynolds  as  its  Chairman  at  its  April  meet¬ 
ing,  Sheila  D.  Roach,  Vice  Chairman,  and  Allan  Fitzsimmons  as  its  Clerk.  Its 
newest  member  during  the  year  was  Joseph  F.  Powers,  newly  elected  to  the 
Braintree  School  Committee  who  have  an  appointment  to  the  Park  Board. 
Mr.  Powers  replaces  Mr.  Francis  J.  Curtis  who  served  very  capably  on  the  Board 
representing  the  School  Committee  since  May  1985. 

Continued  growth  and  development  occurred  along  with  the  following 
developments  or  improvements  under  the  Board’s  direction:  Lincoln  Playground 
basketball  court,  development  of  a  new  South  Braintree  Square  Bus  Stop  Park, 
a  refurbished  softball  field  at  Braintree  High  School,  field  improvements  at 
Hollingsworth  Playground,  new  surface  for  the  parking  lot  at  G.  Murray  Smith 
Beach,  replacement  of  the  beach  sand  at  Sunset  Lake  after  draining  more  than 
230,000,000  gallons  from  the  property,  landscaping  and  other  less  costly  im¬ 
provement  work  projects. 

The  Alice  Daughraty  Gymnasium  operated  by  the  Park  Department  was 
again  host  to  the  Braintree  Youth  Basketball  program,  Braintree  Summer  Youth 
Basketball  program,  Pop  Warner  Cheerleaders,  judo  classes,  our  Special  Needs 
After  School  Recreation  program,  and  many  other  groups  and  organizations 
who  use  this  facility  more  than  75  hours  weekly  during  the  school  year. 

There  was  a  tragic  drowning  which  occurred  in  July  at  Sunset  Lake  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon  involving  a  young  man  from  Dorchester  who  was  visiting  the 
lake  with  friends.  Extensive  rescue  and  recovery  efforts  were  provided  by  the 
Braintree  Fire  Department,  the  Metro  Police  Dive  Team  and  the  Quincy  Nep- 
tunes  Recovery  team  before  the  body  was  located  about  4  hours  after  it  was 
reported  missing  by  friends.  The  lifeguard  staff  on  duty  were  involved  in  the 
recovery  attempts  until  exhaustion  set  in  and  the  professional  divers  arrived. 
Despite  whatever  deployment  efforts  are  in  place  with  the  summer  staff  at  this 
popular  waterfront  in  Braintree,  there  are  tragedies  that  will  occur  if  people 
do  not  respect  the  dangers  of  deep  water.  This  was  the  first  drowning  in  years 
at  Sunset  Lake,  and  hopefully  the  last,  as  the  tragedy  provides  an  immeasurable 
loss  to  anyone  involved. 

Several  meetings  were  conducted  at  the  Braintree  Park  Department  of  a 
town  moderator  appointed  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a 
swimming  pool  in  East  Braintree  at  Watson  Park.  Park  Board  Chairman  Tom 
Reynolds  was  elected  chairman  of  this  committee  who  met  with  consultants 
in  the  swimming  pool  industry  to  study  the  feasibility  of  placing  a  swimming 
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pool  at  Watson  Park.  The  committee  ended  the  year’s  activities  with  the  need 
to  establish  the  soil  boring  results  at  a  location  deemed  best  suited  at  the  park 
should  a  pool  be  built.  The  borings  were  cancelled  three  times  due  to  wet 
weather  and  will  be  rescheduled  in  the  Spring.  The  committee  next  hopes  to 
conduct  a  hearing  in  East  Braintree  to  determine  the  desires  of  the  neighborhood 
to  the  park  should  a  swimming  pool  be  proposed  for  construction.  In  1965,  a 
resident  of  East  Braintree  willed  to  the  Town  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  pool  in  East  Braintree  at  Watson  Park.  Previous  attempts  to 
propose  construction  of  a  swimming  pool  were  defeated  at  Town  Meeting  for 
various  reasons,  including  cost.  The  Peterson  Trust  Fund  monies  under  the 
current  custody  of  the  Board  of  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  now  has  over 
$600,000  in  it  and  it  is  still  climbing  until  the  Town  decides  how  best  to  expend 
the  fund  proceeds. 

The  South  Braintree  Bus  Stop  Park  was  redeveloped  during  the  Fall  with  the 
installation  of  brick  pavers,  fieldstone  planters,  new  wood  benches,  a  tree 
donated  by  the  Kiwanis  Club,  tree  grate  and  guard  and  trash  receptacles.  This 
project,  under  the  initiation  of  the  Braintree  Beautification  Committee,  was 
funded  and  overseen  by  the  department.  It  should  be  a  rather  maintenance  free 
facility  for  many  years  ahead. 

New  flag  poles  were  installed  at  Walter  Delory  Field  at  Watson  Park  and  at 
Bill  Brooks  Field  at  Hollingsworth  Playground  during  the  Fall.  One  was  also 
installed  at  the  Park  Department  headquarters  which  never  before  had  a  flagpole. 

The  Braintree  American  Little  League,  along  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Braintree  Electric  Light  Department,  were  able  to  install  some  field  lights  at  the 
Bill  Brooks  Field  at  Hollingsworth  Playground  during  the  Summer.  This  pro¬ 
vides  Braintree  with  its  first  lighted  Little  League  level  ballfield  ever,  and  the 
league  intends  to  capitalize  on  this  installation  by  hosting  several  contests  at  the 
facility  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Town’s  summertime  sports  camps  operated  by  the  Park  Department 
were  again  a  very  huge  success  with  over  800  youngsters  participating.  With  the 
cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  Braintree  Public  School  Department,  par¬ 
ticularly  its  custodial  staff  at  East  Junior,  South  Junior  High  and  Braintree  High 
School,  the  camps  were  very  popular  for  the  6-12  year  olds  participating  in 
various  youth  programming  activities. 

The  Park  Department  had  a  night-time  burglary  during  August  with  forced 
entry  through  a  rear  office  window.  There  was  damage  to  office  equipment,  as 
well  as  the  theft  of  $6,313  of  summertime  waterfront  gate  receipts  from  the 
desk  of  the  Superintendent.  The  Park  Board  voted  in  December  to  place  a  letter 
of  reprimand  in  the  employee’s  personnel  file  and  has  tightened  up  on  its 
security  of  the  premises  with  the  installation  of  an  alarm  system  for  the  building 
and  an  office  safe  to  guard  against  repeat  incidents.  The  police  investigation  of 
the  incident  turned  up  empty  with  no  leads  on  who  was  involved  in  the  caper. 
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Over  3500  permits  were  issued  to  Braintree-based  organizations,  both 
youth  and  adult  alike,  for  use  of  the  Town’s  outdoor  athletic  facilities  during 
the  year.  Activity  begins  early  Spring  and  continues  until  about  the  first  snowfall 
and  the  challenges  on  the  Department  to  keep  the  facilities  in  safe,  useful  con¬ 
dition  for  the  various  programs  was  greater  in  1989  than  ever  before.  New 
machinery  and  equipment  to  provide  this  maintenance  support  to  these  various 
programs  is  the  only  way  the  Department  with  its  limited  manpower  could  have 
achieved  any  means  of  success. 

Particular  comments  of  appreciation  should  be  offered  to  the  following 
who  assisted  the  Department  with  its  efforts  during  the  year,  and  without  whose 
help  many  achievements  would  still  be  unfinished:  Highway  Superintendent 
Robert  Brangiforte,  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland,  Town  Counsel  Arthur 
Smith,  Braintree  Electric  Light  Manager  Walter  McGrath,  Chairman  Robert 
McDermott  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  Dr.  John  Monbouquette  of  the 
Braintree  School  Department,  and  their  respective  support  staffs  who  ease,  at 
times,  the  burdens  of  the  Braintree  Park  Department.  The  cooperative  efforts 
are  worthy  of  noting  at  this  time.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 


Owned  and  Operated  by  the  Braintree  Park  Commission 

Since  1954 


The  Town’s  18-hole  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  troubled  during  the 
year  with  excessive  wet  conditions,  still  was  able  to  show  an  increase  in  receipts 
over  1988  by  4.45%  or  +$22,681.  There  was  a  drop  in  the  number  of  rounds 
of  golf  during  the  year  of  5,612  over  1988  which  represented  a  decrease  of 
almost  1 1%.  This  was  attributed  to  the  considerable  heavy  rains  Braintree  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year.  There  were  only  224  days  of  golf  during  the  year  which 
was  21  days  less  than  the  previous  five-year  average.  When  considerable  amounts 
of  rain  falls  during  a  limited  period  of  time,  the  golf  course  acreage  floods,  there¬ 
by  preventing  golfing.  Considering  the  junction  of  the  three  rivers  that  converge 
at  the  golf  course  while  travelling  through  our  community,  this  problem  to 
correct  the  drainage  of  overflow  will  cost  the  golf  course  over  the  next  several 
years  considerable  dollars  to  correct.  Nevertheless,  the  46,316  rounds  of  golf 
that  were  played  at  the  facility  represented  an  average  of  207  people  playing 
the  course  each  day  there  was  golfing. 

The  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  of  9  members  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission  met  15  different  times  during  the 
year,  while  amassing  a  78%  membership  attendance.  The  Committee  once  again 
re-elected  Ralph  W.  Bucknam  as  its  Chairman,  Bob  Smith  as  its  Vice-Chairman 
and  Elizabeth  Nightingale  as  its  Recording  Secretary  during  the  month  of  April. 
Phyllis  Cedrone,  who  very  capably  served  on  the  Committee  since  July  1986,  did 
not  seek  a  reappointment  from  the  Park  Commission  for  another  three-year 
term.  She  was  replaced  on  the  Committee  by  the  Park  Board  by  Mary  Bestick 
of  Safford  Street. 

The  Operating  Committee  was  delighted  to  have  successfully  negotiated 
another  3  year  professional  services  contract  with  its  golf  pro  Warren  Birch, 
which  took  effect  July  1st.  Mr.  Birch  has  been  at  the  golf  course  since  1981  and 
has  been  a  welcomed  addition  to  the  successfully  operated  facility  curing  its 
greatest  years  of  growth  and  improvement.  This  new  contract  will  provide  for 
the  Town  $2.00  on  every  golf  cart  rental  for  an  18-hole  golfer,  and  $1.00  for 
every  rental  playing  9  holes.  This  should  generate  for  the  golf  course  receipts 
account  a  sum  in  the  amount  of  about  $  10, 000-$  1 1,000  for  the  fiscal  year. 
Further,  with  the  new  contract,  the  Town  now  leases  out  the  operation  of  the 
food  service  concession  for  the  first  time,  generating  another  $5,200  in  receipts 
at  the  golf  course. 

All  of  these  receipts  collected  at  the  course  are  deposited  into  the  Golf 
Course  Reserve  for  Town  Meeting  Appropriation  Account  to  entirely  offset  the 
annual  operating  costs  and  improvements  of  the  facility.  During  this  current 
Fiscal  Year  1990,  an  additional  sum  of  over  $42,000  was  added  to  the  operating 
budget  to  pay  for  the  insurance  premiums  on  the  various  coverages.  The  10-year 


bond  issue  that  Town  Meeting  authorized  in  1987  costs  the  golf  course  annually 
in  excess  of  $80,000  to  pay  for  the  new  maintenance  garage  and  clubhouse 
built  in  1988. 

The  golf  course  continued  to  play  host  to  the  local  high  school  golf  teams 
during  the  year.  Teams  from  Braintree  High,  Archbishop  Williams  and  Thayer 
Academy  used  this  facility  for  their  practice  sessions  and  interscholastic 
matches.  Ten  special  tournaments  were  conducted  at  the  course  in  1989  spon¬ 
sored  by  local  fund  raising  organizations  which  went  very  successfully. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  assistance  of  Town  Engineer  John  Fehan 
who  initiated  a  Hydrologic  Survey  study  to  define  the  causes  of  the  flooding 
problems  on  the  golf  course,  and  the  results  of  this  study  will  allow  the  golf 
course  to  begin  to  address  some  improvements  to  lessen  the  interference  of 
water  problems  affecting  the  number  of  days  the  golf  course  is  opened  or  closed. 

Sponsors  were  recruited  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  new  scorecards  used  at  the 
golf  course  during  the  year,  as  well  as  new  tee  signs  being  provided  by  a 
company  from  North  Carolina,  sponsored  by  local  businesses  will  appear  on  the 
course  this  coming  Spring.  Both  of  these  opportunities,  as  well  as  the  daily  fee 
colored  bag  tags  sponsored  by  Dependable  Cleaners  of  Braintree,  have  lessened 
the  cost  of  operations  at  the  facility  while  improving  upon  the  benefits  to  the 
golfer. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  work  crews  of  the  Braintree  Electric  Light 
Department  who  assisted  the  Park  Department  crew  in  providing  an  electrical 
service  feed  to  the  location  of  the  FY91  budgeted  new  irrigation  system  pump¬ 
ing  station  out  on  the  golf  course.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Thomas  J.  Flatley 
who  provided  easement  rights  for  this  underground  electrical  service  feed  over 
his  property  adjacent  to  the  golf  course,  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  crews  were  able  to  assist  the  Department  with  their  equipment,  manpower 
and  expertise  in  running  this  electric  line  about  1000  feet  onto  the  golf  course. 
Light  Commissioner  Joseph  Aiello  should  be  mentioned  in  assisting  with  this 
project  along  with  Department  Manager  Walter  McGrath  and  his  staff.  Without 
their  cooperation  and  assistance,  a  considerably  more  costly  internal  com¬ 
bustion  pump  station  would  be  required  to  water  the  golf  course  which  the  golf 
course  could  ill  afford. 

There  were  several  instances  during  the  Fall  when  hunters  were  entering  the 
golf  course  and  firing  their  weapons.  This  caused  concern  to  golfers  and  the 
department  alike  and  the  assistance  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department  in 
becoming  more  aware  of  these  types  of  trespassings  was  provided  immediately 
after  our  contact. 

The  Operating  Committee  wants  to  acknowledge  the  hard  work  and  dedi¬ 
cation  of  the  golf  course  maintenance  crew  headed  by  Greenskeeper  David 
Devin  and  assisted  by  Foreman  Russ  Mahanna,  Kevin  Weldon,  Ixon  Olson, 
Tom  Straz,  Bill  Malone  and  Ted  Fabricius.  Despite  the  difficult  weather 
problems  encountered,  the  golfers  expressed  their  approvals  often  in  regards  to 
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the  outstanding  playing  conditions  provided  at  the  golf  course  during  the  season. 
The  assistance  of  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland  and  Town  Counsel  Arthur 
Smith  should  also  be  recognized  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation 
provided  the  golf  course  operations  during  the  1989  golfing  year. 

Last,  the  Operating  Committee  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  local  golfer 
who  continues  to  patronize  this  facility  in  record  numbers.  For  the  first  time  in 
memory,  there  is  a  price  savings  to  golfers  who  reside  in  Braintree  to  play  golf 
compared  to  non-residents.  This  new  pricing  established  in  1989,  primarily 
for  the  daily  greens  fee  player,  saves  a  Town  resident  golfer  $2.00  each  time  they 
play,  provided  they  show  a  driver’s  license  at  the  time  of  registration  at  the  club¬ 
house.  It  worked  out  quite  successfully  in  1989,  and  the  Committee  is  hopeful 
of  retaining  it  for  1990.

The  Braintree  Commission  on  the  Handicapped  continues  to  serve  as  a 
resource,  referral  and  information  service  for  the  handicapped  of  Braintree  and 
their  families.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:00 
P.M.  at  Town  Hall.  The  office  is  equipped  with  TDD  (telecommunications 
device  for  the  deaf).  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

During  the  past  year  monitoring  was  conducted  at  the  following  places: 
Stop  &  Shop,  Quintree  Mall,  Curtis  Farms,  Dunkin  Donuts,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi 
Church,  Braintree  Post  Office,  Thayer  Library,  MBTA  Station,  LeBiftheque 
Restaurant,  Braintree  Hospital,  Eye  Lab,  in  addition  to  construction  sites  at 
Braintree  Five  Corners  and  Weymouth  Landing,  among  others.  LeBiftheque 
Restaurant,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Church,  and  the  Post  Office  were  made  handi¬ 
cap  accessible.  Public  transportation  for  the  disabled  is  an  ongoing  concern. 

Some  of  the  guests  during  the  past  year  included  Police  Chief  Edward  A. 
Flynn  Representative  Suzanne  Bump,  and  Joe  Lyons,  Aide  to  Suzanne  Bump. 

Monitor  training  was  conducted  on  May  27  at  Town  Hall.  Visors  were  sold 
at  the  Fourth  of  July  holiday  activities.  Members  also  attended  Health  Fair  Day. 
Two  members  of  the  Commission  were  named  to  the  General  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School;  John  Rooney  and  Jonathan 
Smith.  Members  attended  panel  discussions  at  Harvard  University  on  October  3 
to  discuss  America’s  Disabled.  Thomas  Woolf,  Jr.  is  a  new  member  of  the 
Commission. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  all  medical  and  social  agencies  in  the  area  pertaining 
to  listing  all  disabled  persons  with  the  Fire  Department  in  event  of  an  emer¬ 
gency.  Many  thanks  to  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  for  their  assistance. 

The  goal  for  the  Braintree  Commission  is  to  continue  to  identify  and  work 
with  disabled  residents  who  are  in  need  of  our  services.

The  Braintree  Conservation  Commission  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  which  summarizes  its  activities  in  1989. 

This  year  was  a  very  active  one  for  the  Conservation  Commission  as  it 
continues  to  protect,  preserve,  enforce  and  regulate  wetland  activities  under 
State  law,  MGL  Chapter  131,  Section  40,  and  local  Wetland  By-Law  Chapter 
132. 


The  Commissioners  reviewed,  conducted  public  hearings,  or  issued  con¬ 
ditions  on: 

25  Notices  of  Intent 
9  Abbreviated  Notices  of  Intent 
10  Determinations  of  Applicability 
29  Orders  of  Conditions  issued 
9  Certificates  of  Compliance  issued 

Some  of  the  more  notable  projects  for  the  year  are: 

—  Sutton  Place,  Grove  Street,  Condominium  Development

BRAINTREE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Braintree  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 
which  summarizes  its  activities  for  1989. 

With  the  start  of  the  new  year,  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission,  acting  as  a  joint  Search  Committee,  hired  Peter  S.  Lapolla  as  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Planning  and  Conservation  and  Alan  Weinberg  as  the  Environmental 
Planner.  Both  individuals  started  work  in  early  January  of  1989. 

In  addition  to  the  staff  changes  in  the  Department,  other  major  Planning 
Board  Activities  included: 

Traffic 

The  Planning  Board  undertook  efforts  to  address  the  growing  problem  of 
traffic  congestion  throughout  the  Town.  Major  Planning  Board  efforts  in  this 
area  included: 

1 .  Drafting  and  adopting  a  comprehensive  set  of  traffic  regulations  for  all 
new  developments  within  the  Town. 

2.  Initiating  and  participating  in  a  traffic  committee  which  is  studying 
and  will  recommend  measures  for  mitigating  traffic  problems  within  the 
South  Shore  Plaza  area. 

3.  Continuing  its  participation  with  the  Route  37  Corridor  Traffic  Study 
Committee. 

4.  Initiating  a  traffic  study  committee  which  will  study  and  make  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  how  to  resolve  the  traffic  problems  within  the  Union, 
Ivory  and  Pearl  Streets’  Commercial  District. 

Clean  Harbors 

The  Planning  Board  continued  to  monitor  the  activities  at  Clean  Harbors. 
This  year  the  Board  commented  on  a  Clean  Harbors'  Environmental  Report  for 
a  proposed  stormwater  drainage  system.  The  Board  also  made  extensive  com¬ 
ments  on  Clean  Harbors’  Preliminary  Project  Impact  Report  (PPIR)  prepared 
for  the  proposed  rotary  kiln  incinerator.  The  review  and  comments  were  part  of 
a  joint  effort  by  the  professional  staffs  of  the  Departments  of  Planning,  Engi¬ 
neering,  Health,  Conservation  and  Building  Inspector  from  Braintree,  Quincy 
and  Weymouth.  This  tri-community  review  was  initiated  and  coordinated  by 
the  Board.  As  Clean  Harbors  seeks  the  required  permits  and  licenses  to  install 
the  rotary  kiln  incinerator,  the  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  play  a  major 
role  in  reviewing  and  commenting  on  the  data  produced.

Interdepartmental  Communications 

The  Planning  Department,  in  order  to  facilitate  a  complete  review  of  plans 
and  applications,  has  established  a  Technical  Review  Committee.  This  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  includes  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Health,  Engineering 
Department,  Building  Inspector,  Conservation  Commission,  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department,  meets  on  a  scheduled 
basis  to  review  and  comment  on  applications  currently  before  the  Planning 
Board. 

Daycare 

The  Board  created  and  a  Board  member  chairs  a  subcommittee  on  Daycare. 
The  subcommittee  has  been  charged  with  determining  the  daycare  needs  for  the 
Town  and  with  making  recommendations  as  to  how  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law 
can  be  amended  to  adequately  address  these  needs. 

MBTA 

The  Planning  Board  continued  to  monitor  the  Old  Colony  Commuter 
Line’s  efforts  to  extend  rail  service  to  Braintree.  When  opened,  the  Braintree 
Station  will  serve  as  a  transfer  point  between  the  Old  Colony  Line  and  the 
MBTA.  The  Board  also  believes  that  the  MBTA  and  the  Commuter  Line  will 
provide  a  focal  point  for  office  development. 

Administration 

The  Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Conservation  Commission  contracted 
to  have  the  Town  recorded  via  aerial  photography.  These  photographs  are  used 
to  provide  a  record  of  development  occurring  in  Braintree.  The  photographs  will 
also  be  used  to  provide  land  use  and  environmental  data  in  support  of  the 
Town’s  ongoing  planning  efforts.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  currently  owns  or  subsidizes  515  housing 
units  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the 
offices  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree 
Highlands,  called  Highlands  Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least  62  years  of  age,  have  an  annual 
income  of  not  more  than  $18,144  for  one  person,  $20,736  for  a  couple,  and 
assets  of  no  more  than  $15,000. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on 
Heritage  Lane  in  East  Braintree.  This  site  was  dedicated  in  October  as  the 
William  F.  McRae  Housing  for  the  Elderly  in  memory  of  long-time  Board 
Member,  William  F.  McRae  who  passed  away  in  July. 

Congregate  Housing.  State-aided  elderly  housing.  19  units  in  one  large  home 
at  Highlands  Green.  Common  areas  encourage  an  atmosphere  of  companionship 
and  social  interaction  for  frail  elders.  Support  services  are  provided  on  an  as- 
needed  basis.  Eligibility  requirements  are  the  same  as  conventional  housing. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  208  subsidized  units  for  low  income 
elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments,  81  units 
subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence  Manor, 
and  43  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  Of  the  43  units, 
7  are  for  the  homeless  mentally  ill. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority 
owns  three  single-family  and  two,  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income 
families  at  scattered  sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission 
and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  Program. 
Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income 
for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally-aided.  110  units 
at  scattered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  Authority  was  awarded  the 
additional  10  certificates  this  year  from  HUD.  The  annual  income  limits  for 
admission  to  this  program  range  from  $16,400  for  one  person  to  $25,350  for 
five  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom 
Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued,  seek  suitable  housing  accommodations  in 
existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissable  rents,  including  all  utilities, 
as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $689  for  a  one-bedroom  unit,  $810  for 
a  two-bedroom  unit,  and  $1,013  for  a  three-bedroom  unit. 
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Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns 
a  large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Resi¬ 
dence  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  staff.  There  are  8  full-time  residents.  Human 
Service  Options,  Incorporated,  under  the  auxpices  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health,  leases  the  property  for  the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers, 
and  vocational  training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent 
living  skills.  The  remaining  unit  is  a  Respite  Care  Room  for  periodic  use.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  Office  and  the  Senior  Citizen  Multi-Purpose  Center 
operate  with  the  COA  Board  consisting  of  1 1  members  and  associates.  Each 
member  of  the  COA  has  volunteered  to  perform  tasks  such  as  management, 
Treasurer,  bus  trips,  shopping  bus,  blood  pressure  clinic,  Ways  &  Means,  legis¬ 
lative  committee  and  oversee  and  drive  the  two  vans. 

The  personnel  consist  of  a  full-time  Services  Coordinator,  one  full-time 
Outreach  Worker,  a  full-time  Custodian  and  a  part-time  Clerical  Worker.  Under 
the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  grants,  the  COA  has  two  Senior  Aides, 
a  part-time  Van  Driver,  a  part-time  Outreach  Worker,  and  a  Health  Aide. 

The  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  administers  a  Social  Day  Care  Program 
with  a  Director  and  three  Assistants  (one  Senior  Aide)  for  the  Alzheimer  and 
related  disorder  people  which  is  held  three  days  per  week.  This  program  is  under 
the  direction  of  the  EOEA.  This  is  the  fifth  year  we  have  had  this  program.  The 
COA  has  established  a  Traveling  Meals  program  which  delivers  meals  to  the 
homes  for  the  people  who  are  in  need  of  this  service.  Traveling  Meals  has  opened 
the  dining  room  for  a  full  meal  to  the  senior  citizens  at  noon  time.  This  program 
is  administered  by  a  volunteer  with  one  part-time  assistant.  This  is  a  private  non¬ 
profit  service. 

Transportation  remains  one  of  the  major  needs  of  Braintree’s  elderly.  This 
past  year  we  received  a  new  mini-van  to  replace  the  10-year  old  van.  In  addition 
to  the  rotary  wheelchair  van,  this  has  allowed  us  to  provide  considerable  trans¬ 
portation  for  the  elderly.  We  average  350  one-way  trips  per  month. 

Some  of  our  activities  for  the  past  year:  Home  Assistance  Specialist;  pro¬ 
vides  short-term,  in-home  services  to  at-risk  elderly  clients. 

Outreach  and  Advocacy;  will  make  home  visits  to  assist  elderly  to  obtain 
benefits  and  supportive  services  and  provides  any  other  services  as  needed. 

Services  Coordination  provides  general  information  and  other  referrals, 
referrals  for  home  care,  monthly  newsletter,  Directory  of  Services  brochure, 
health  services,  housing  assistance,  property  tax  and  income  tax  assistance, 
commodity  foods  distribution,  recreation,  arts  &  crafts,  day  trips,  parties,  exer¬ 
cise,  dance,  cards,  community  education  programs,  etc. 

The  serious  cutbacks  in  funding  at  the  Federal,  State  and  Local  levels  are 
placing  a  greater  demand  on  the  Council  on  Aging  services.  In  the  coming  year 
we  anticipate  a  continued  increase  in  the  need  for  direct  and  supportive  services. 
The  Council  on  Aging  has  proven  to  be  the  most  cost  effective  component  in 
the  elderly  network. 
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To  the  many  local  organizations,  individuals  and  Town  officials  that  have 
demonstrated  their  concern,  interest  and  encouragement,  we  express  our  grati¬ 
tude  and  hope  for  your  continued  support  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  their  depen¬ 
dents  and  survivors  as  provided  for  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
115  as  amended.  In  addition,  this  department  provides  administrative  main¬ 
tenance  and  liaison  .services  for  federal  benefits  to  veterans  through  the  Veter¬ 
ans  Administration  on  claims  award  and  other  services  for  eligible  veterans 
and  their  dependents. 

Chapter  115  Veterans  Benefits 

During  calendar  year  1989,  92  families  were  assisted  by  benefits  from  the 
Town  of  Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid  including  unemployment  benefits, 
payment  of  medical  and  fuel  bills,  assistance  in  filing  for  eligible  tax  abatements. 

A  total  of  $100,166.19  was  expended  by  the  Veterans’  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  for  veterans  benefits  and  administrative  cost  for  Fiscal  Year  1989.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  approxi¬ 
mately  $31,880.49  minus  their  share  on  recoveries  as  a  result  of  legal  assign¬ 
ments  and  liens  of  $5,230.22. 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly 
reports  regarding  their  job-hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services. 
In  addition,  field  visits  to  recipients  are  made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans 
Services.  Periodic  investigations  are  made  by  state  investigators  to  recipients 
and  to  the  Veterans’  Services  office  to  audit  the  records  to  insure  eligibility 
and  compliance  with  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  in  all  known  cases  of  eligibility  of  Federal,  State 
and  private  programs  including  Veterans  Administration  disability  awards; 
non-service  connected  pension  awards  for  veterans,  widows  and  other  depen¬ 
dents;  Social  Security  and  Social  Security  Disability;  Supplemental  Security 
Income;  community  action  programs  and  other  programs  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
veterans’  benefits  paid  by  the  Town  to  the  lowest  possible  level  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  veterans’  welfare  being  our  top  priority. 

Veterans  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  continues  to  perform  administrative 
maintenance  and  liaison  services  on  claims  and  awards  involving  well  in  excess 
of  three  million  dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans  Ad¬ 
ministration  on  an  annual  basis.  This  requires  constant  review  of  Veterans 
Administration  program  eligibility  rules  and  other  changes  in  the  procurement 
and  maintenance  of  VA  forms  in  order  to  service  all  types  of  claims  for  veterans 
and  dependents  in  an  efficient  manner.  This  service  includes  new  claims,  main¬ 
tenance  information  such  as  change  in  family  status,  income  statements,  dis¬ 
ability  status,  and  many  other  types  of  service. 
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In  addition  to  maintenance,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  and  sub¬ 
mission  of  an  estimated  89  new  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  veterans  or 
dependents  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  disability,  pensions,  burial  expenses, 
education  benefits  and  assistance  in  VA  hospital  admissions. 

Other  Services  Rendered  in  1989 

Transportation  in  emergency  and  other  essential  cases  to  hospitals  and  other 
healthcare  facilities;  counseling  and  reference  for  SS,  SSI  and  welfare  cases, 
certification  for  real  estate  abatements,  and  to  assist  our  military  retirees  with 
problems  they  may  have  with  the  military  on  retirement,  health  and  survivors’ 
benefit  programs.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared 
for  by  the  Graves  Registration  Office,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  Chapter  114,  Section  46A  and  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  in  the  state  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  is  required  to  file  an  affidavit  with  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  burial 
took  place  in  accordance  with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Prior  to  Memorial  Day  each  year  a  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased 
veterans  buried  within  the  Town  and  approximately  3625  graves  were  decorated 
in  1989.  The  Veterans’  Services  Office  is  grateful  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  Post  1702,  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  Chapter  29  and  the  American 
Legion  Post  86  for  their  assistance  each  year  in  decorating  the  veterans’  graves. 
We  are  also  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  Gene  Walsh,  Superintendent  of  Brain¬ 
tree  cemeteries,  representatives  of  the  Blue  Hill  Cemetery,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Braintree  Alternative  Center  for  their  help  in  this  program. 

Application  for  U.S.  Government  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Veterans’  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  free 
of  charge  by  the  Veterans  Administration  to  qualified  deceased  veterans.  The 
installation  of  the  markers  are  governed  by  the  regulations  of  the  cemetery 
involved.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


During  1989  the  Thayer  Public  Library  continued  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  becoming  a  modern,  multi-functional  institution  in  this  decade  of  intensifying 
fiscal  limitations. 

Within  fiduciary  constraints,  however,  funding  was  provided  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  noteworthy  improvements:  upgrading  of  security  systems  at  the  main  library 
and  its  two  satellite  branches;  installation  of  roof  guards  at  the  main  library  for 
the  protection  of  children;  provision  of  re-roofing  and  a  weatherlock  at  the 
Highlands  Branch;  and,  installation  of  carpeting  in  the  auditorium  at  the  Watson 
Park  Branch,  as  well  as  augmentation  to  donations  for  air  conditioning  this 
heavily-used  children’s  program  room. 

The  heightened  emphasis  on  programming  and  services  for  children,  begun 
in  FY88,  was  continued  in  response  to  community  needs.  In  fact,  circulation 
of  materials  at  the  Children’s  Department  of  main  library  increased  by  over 
10,000  items  above  the  previous  year.  Additionally,  6997  children  attended 
events  throughout  the  Thayer  Public  Library  system  in  1989.  These  events 
included  161  pre-school  story  hours,  125  class  visits,  21  workshops,  and  16 
Thayer  House/Library  tours. 

Many  programs  were  conducted  by  professional  performers  —  made  possible 
through  contributions  from  the  Library  Trustees  and  The  Friends  of  Thayer 
Public  Libraries,  Inc.  These  special  programs  included  Having  Fun  with  Dino¬ 
saurs  and  Fossils;  Library  Field  Trips;  and,  Boston  Public  Garden  and  Swan  Boat 
Rides.  Other  programs  served  to  recognize  significant  weeks,  such  as:  National 
Science  and  Technology  Week  in  April  1989  that  was  celebrated  with  the 
Space  Art  Program,  Solar  Viewing  Through  Telescope  and  a  Space  Talk  and 
Slide  Presentation;  as  well  as,  National  Library  Week  in  May  1989  that  was 
recognized  with  a  series  of  spring  season  poetry  readings  by  South  Shore  poets. 
As  always,  the  free  museum  pass  services  —  to  the  Aquarium,  Museum  of 
Science,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Children’s  Museum  —  were  widely 
used  throughout  the  year. 

Besides  enjoying  special  programs  with  their  children,  adults  attended  their 
own  events  at  the  Library,  such  as:  Planning  for  Retirement;  College  Financial 
Aid;  Boston  by  Slide;  Great  Britain  As  I  Saw  It;  Travels  in  the  Holy  Land;  and, 
a  free  series  of  six  discussion  programs  about  the  U.S.  Constitution  entitled 
Creators  Great  and  Small. 

Adult  users,  especially  businesspersons,  also  availed  themselves  of  the  ex¬ 
tensive  business  reference  sources  at  the  main  library,  as  well  as  the  large  number 
of  telephone  directories  and  the  broad  scope  periodical  collection,  which 
includes  Old  House  Journal  and  Victorian  Homes  for  the  many  home  improvers 
throughout  the  Town.  The  Library  also  better  served  the  best  seller  readers  — 
and  stretched  the  book  budget  —  by  leasing  more  multiple  copies  rather  than 
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buying  them.  Although  the  obsolete  book  van  could  no  longer  provide  de¬ 
liveries  to  Braintree’s  nursing  homes,  large  print  collections  were  checked  out  to 
those  facilities  on  extended  loans.  Classroom  teachers  also  borrowed  30  books 
at  a  time  for  extended  classroom  work. 

To  meet  its  chief  purpose  of  providing  books,  the  Library  added  over  6,000 
new  volumes  and  withdrew  over  1 1,000  obsolete  and  worn  volumes. 

In  conclusion,  the  modern  library  users’  extended  needs  are  a  challenge  that 
has  been  heightened  by  primary  service  from  a  circa  1953  main  building,  which 
is  the  subject  of  a  professional  study.  Meanwhile,  public  library  services  in  Brain¬ 
tree  are  being  defined  beyond  present  physical  spaces  to  meet  community  needs 
of  the  next  decade. 

This  report  has  been  abbreviated  in  keeping  with  Town  guidelines;  however, 
recognition  must  be  given  the  many  civic-minded  individuals  and  organizations 
whose  assistance  greatly  aided  the  continued  operation  of  the  Library  and  its 
branches  for  another  year.  The  Thayer  Public  Library  wishes  to  thank  all  con¬ 
tributors  for  their  generous  donations  to  the  Library  during  the  past  fiscal  1989 
year.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree 
for  the  year  1989. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee  the  following  officers 
were  elected: 

Chairman  —  Joan  N.  Compton 

Vice  Chairman  —  Janice  Amorosino 

Recording  Secretary  —  Daniel  J.  Candura 

Serving  with  them  were  Paul  Agnew,  Diane  Williams  and  newly  elected 
members  Patricia  M.  Burke  and  Joseph  F.  Powers. 

Student  Representatives:  As  in  the  past,  five  (5)  Braintree  High  School 
students  were  elected  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  namely:  Robert  Chang,  Kirk  Compton,  Christopher  Davidson,  Lisa 
O’Brien  and  Ann  Walsh. 

The  School  Committee  appreciates  and  values  the  contributions  which  these 
student  representatives  bring  to  discussions  pertaining  to  matters  of  mutual 
interest  and  concern. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  In  1989  twenty-seven  (27)  official  meetings 
were  conducted.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings  were  held. 

Town  Water  Conservation  Committee:  Mr.  Paul  Agnew  serves  as  School 
Committee  representative.  Each  year  students  in  science  classes  discuss  the  water 
resources  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  practical  methods  of  conserving  this 
valuable  resource  using  data  and  curriculum  materials  provided  by  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission.  This  water  conservation  program  for  all  public  school 
students  is  a  collaborative  effort  of  the  Town  Water  and  Sewer  Conservation 
Committee  and  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  Joan  Compton  serves  as  School  Committee 
representative.  The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses 
taken  by  teachers  can  earn  credit  towards  the  teachers’  professional  advance¬ 
ment. 

Negotiation  Committees:  Contracts  for  members  of  our  professional  and 
support  staff  terminated  August  31,  1989.  Negotiations  with  all  units  were 
agreed  upon  and  signed  by  June  19,  1989.  School  Committee  members  who 
served  on  the  negotiation  committees  are  as  indicated: 
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Braintree  Education  Association:

Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Committee:  Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino 
serves  as  School  Committee  representative  on  this  committee  which  makes  an 
effort  to  combat  the  use  and  abuse  of  drugs  and  alcohol  by  our  young  people. 

Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council:  Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino  serves  as  School 
Committee  representative.  This  committee,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  has  evaluated  our  present  kindergarten  programs  and 
through  researching  and  development  of  new  early  childhood  programs  pre¬ 
sented  their  recommendations  to  School  Committee.  Mrs.  Louise  Moline, 
Monatiquot  School  Principal,  was  recommended  and  appointed  to  the  position 
of  Early  Childhood  Director.  However,  due  to  fiscal  constraints,  School  Com¬ 
mittee  deferred  implementing  the  appointment. 

School  Advisory  Board:  During  the  school  year  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  school  administration  meet  monthly  with  representatives  of 
Parent-Teacher  Organizations.  The  major  topic  of  discussion  was  space  needs 
for  an  increasing  elementary  enrollment,  the  impact  of  budget  reductions, 
and  possible  school  reorganization. 

Parks  &  Playground  Board:  Mr.  Joseph  F.  Powers  was  elected  by  School 
Committee  to  serve  as  their  representative  on  the  Board  of  Parks  &  Playground 
Commissioners.  The  Park  Department  maintains  all  of  the  playing  fields  and 
playgrounds  on  Town-owned  property. 

School  Improvement  Councils:  Under  the  guidelines  of  the  Public  School 
Improvement  Act  of  1985,  Chapter  188,  Councils  have  been  established  at  the 
elementary,  middle  and  high  school  levels.  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
serve  on  the  following  Councils:

Daniel  J.  Candura  —  South  Middle  School 
Joan  Compton  —  Highlands 
Paul  Agnew  —  Lakeside

Town  of  Braintree  350th  Anniversary  Celebration:  Mrs.  Joan  Compton 
serves  as  the  School  Committee  representative  on  this  committee. 

Petersen  Pool  Study  Committee:  Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino  serves  as  the 
School  Committee  representative  on  this  committee. 
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School  Space  Needs  Study  Committee:  The  Braintree  School  Committee 
approved  organization  of  this  committee  due  to  the  projected  need  for  elemen¬ 
tary  classroom  space  by  1992.  It  will  be  their  responsibility  to  study  several 
plans  and  to  formulate  feasible  proposals  and  recommendations  that  are  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  young  people  in  our  schools  and  the  community  in 
general. 

School  Evaluations:  During  the  past  five  years  Braintree’s  secondary  and 
elementary  schools  have  applied  for  accreditation  through  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  purpose  of  the  evaluation  is  to  assist  schools  to  strive  for  continu¬ 
ous  improvement  in  order  to  maintain  quality  education.  In  seeking  accredita¬ 
tion  a  school  becomes  involved  in  a  three-phase  process:  Self-Study,  On-Site 
Visitation,  and  the  Follow-Up  Report.  The  Self-Study  usually  takes  12-15 
months  in  which  a  school,  under  the  direction  of  a  Steering  Committee  and  the 
principal,  completes  an  in-depth  study  of  how  the  school  adheres  to  each  of  the 
nine  Standards  of  Membership  required  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges. 

East  and  South  Middle  Schools  have  completed  all  phases  of  the  process 
and  have  received  accreditation.  All  five  elementary  schools  have  received 
initial  accreditation  and  are  in  the  process  of  submitting  the  Follow-Up  Report. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  to  parents  and  all  members  of  the 
staff  who  participated  in  the  evaluation  process.  They  contributed  many,  many 
hours  to  ensure  that  our  students  are  provided  the  opportunity  to  receive  the 
highest  quality  of  education. 

Fiscal  Year  1989  School  Budget 

In  May,  1989,  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1990  fiscal 
year  in  the  amount  of  $21,459,395.  which  was  an  increase  of  5.5%.  This  budget 
included  negotiated  salary  increases  for  all  eligible  staff  of  5.5%  to  5.8%.  The 
effect  of  these  salary  increases  was  lessened  to  some  extent  by  the  reduction  of 
staff  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  the  secondary  enrollment  of  about  one  hundred 
(100)  pupils.  Other  reductions  took  place  by  cutting  textbook,  instructional 
and  supply  accounts,  and  line  items  for  building  repairs,  replacement  of  equip¬ 
ment  and  new  equipment  purchases. 

In  July,  1989,  the  Town  of  Braintree  received  notification  that  the  amount 
of  State  Aid  for  F.Y.  1990  was  reduced  by  $1,623,871.  from  the  previous  year. 
All  Town  Departments  were  requested  to  decrease  their  F.Y.  1990  budgets  by 
3%.  The  School  Department  budget  was  reduced  by  $606,770.  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  on  September  25,  1989. 
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In  1988  the  Braintree  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters 
which  are  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings. 
Because  of  space  constraints  this  Annual  Report  for  1989  provides  information 
on  only  a  few  matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual  interest. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Town  Meeting  support 
to  public  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
BRAINTREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


This  year  will  go  down  in  infamy  among  public  officials  and  superintendents 
of  schools  because  of  the  financial  crisis  caused  by  the  reduction  in  local  aid  to 
cities  and  towns  after  the  fiscal  year  was  underway.  Some  of  the  most  serious 
results  were  reductions  in  personnel,  cutbacks  in  teaching  supplies  and  equip¬ 
ment,  and  delayed  maintenance  projects.  The  net  result  was  that  line  item 
expenditures  were  again  reduced  by  over  $600,000. 

The  loss  of  a  substantial  amount  of  local  aid  was  the  first  indication  that 
the  Massachusetts  miracle  was  over  and  that  we  would  be  faced  with  further 
fiscal  shocks  before  the  economy  takes  an  upswing.  No  one  contemplated  that 
the  revenue  shortfall  would  be  as  severe  or  that  the  legislature  would  have  such 
a  prolonged  struggle  before  reaching  an  agreement  on  how  best  to  reduce  spend¬ 
ing  and  raise  additional  revenue  to  cover  the  rising  costs  of  government. 

SOME  HIGHLIGHTS 

In  June,  each  Principal  of  a  school  and  each  Director  of  an  area  of  the 
curriculum  submit  end-of-year  reports  which  describe  major  events  and  focus 
on  various  elements  of  the  program.  The  following  vignettes  confirm  our  belief 
that  Braintree  has  an  outstanding  school  system. 

Braintree  High  School 

The  Advanced  Placement  Program  offers  to  twelfth-grade  students,  who 
have  pursued  rigorous  academic  studies  during  their  secondary  grades,  several 
college  level  electives.  A  student  who  successfully  passes  the  course  and  does 
well  on  the  subject  achievement  test  administered  by  the  College  Board  is 
eligible  to  receive  advanced  standing  and/or  academic  credit  toward  the  under¬ 
graduate  degree.  Again  in  1989  members  of  the  graduating  class  sat  for  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  advanced  placement  examinations  in  American  history, 
chemistry,  computer  science,  calculus,  English  literature,  French,  Spanish,  and 
European  history.  These  students  scored  three  or  higher  on  a  scale  of  one  to 
five  on  seventy-four  percent  of  the  examinations  and  will  receive  advanced 
standing  and/or  credit  in  those  subject  areas  as  they  enter  their  freshman  year  in 
college.  Another  significant  benefit  is  derived  from  the  advanced  placement  in 
that  the  results  of  these  examinations  are  used  by  curriculum  directors  and 
teachers  to  evaluate  instruction  and  curriculum.  In  that  manner,  as  with  other 
standardized  test  data,  there  is  an  ongoing  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the 
academic  programs  and  learning  achievement. 
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East  Middle  School 


The  administrators  and  staff  involved  with  each  school  and  curriculum  de¬ 
partment  annually  review  their  goals  and  objectives  and  develop  new  ones  for 
the  succeeding  year.  The  goals  of  the  larger  of  the  two  middle  schools  are 
interesting  and  important  to  appreciate  the  seriousness  and  dedication  which 
our  teachers,  administrators,  and  support  staff  bring  to  their  daily  assignments 
as  educators. 

Long-range  goals  are: 

Develop  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills. 

—  Challenge  all  students  by  recognizing  individual  differences. 

Provide  opportunities  for  students  to  experience  the  practical  and  fine 
arts. 

—  Hold  high  expectations  for  student  behavior  and  academic  performance. 

Integrate  the  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing,  listening,  speaking,  and 
calculations  into  the  curriculum. 

—  Encourage  students  to  become  more  self-directed  by  assuming  decision¬ 
making  responsibilities  regarding  their  own  learning  and  behavior. 

Provide  the  opportunity,  both  in  the  classroom  and  in  the  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  for  effective  and  respectful  interaction  among 
the  students  and  teachers. 

Encourage  students  to  confront  problems  openly  and  resolve  conflict 
constructively. 

—  Encourage  and  promote  in  students  a  sense  of  personal  worth. 

Help  students  deal  with  physical  growth  and  change. 

Allow  students  sufficient  time  for  physical  and  emotional  growth. 

Establish  guidelines  for  appropriate  behavior  and  administer  disciplin¬ 
ary  action  with  understanding  and  consistency. 

Demonstrate  to  students  that  teaching  and  learning  can  be  enjoyable, 
interesting  and  rewarding. 

Create  an  open  environment  in  which  students,  teachers,  administra¬ 
tors,  and  parents  can  communicate  effectively. 

Engage  each  student  in  a  search  for  self  by  providing  opportunities  to 
examine  feelings,  imagination,  and  judgment. 
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Highlands  School 

Parent  involvement  and  support  of  the  schools  their  children  attend  are 
very  important  both  for  the  student  and  for  the  school.  We  are  fortunate  in 
Braintree  to  have  very  high  interest  and  involvement  of  parents  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level.  At  the  middle  school  level  there  is  considerably  less,  but  it  is  im¬ 
proving.  When  youngsters  reach  the  High  School,  parent  involvement  and 
interest  drop  off  substantially. 

The  Highlands  School  PTO  and  the  parent  volunteers  are  engaged  in  school 
activities  which  are  typical  throughout  the  school  system.  Many  outstanding 
experiences  the  children  enjoy  would  be  lost  without  their  dedication.  They 
were  responsible  for  several  field  trips  (Plimoth  Plantation,  Aquarium,  seashore 
expedition,  Big  Apple  Circus,  Children’s  Museum,  and  the  “Nutcracker”),  and 
school  visits  which  included  a  Native  American,  a  Pilgrim  representative,  a  pro¬ 
fessional  clown,  puppeteer,  author  Marc  Brown,  entertainer  Bill  Harley,  and 
“Critters  in  the  Classroom.”  They  also  provided  very  generous  funding  for  class¬ 
room  supplemental  materials,  laminating  supplies,  a  VCR  and  television,  class¬ 
room  library  books,  reading  marathon  awards,  school  pride  awards,  and  T- 
shirts  for  every  first-grader  sponsoring  the  “Smoke-Free  Class  of  2001,”  to  name 
a  few. 

Library  and  read-aloud  volunteers,  special  event  coordinators,  classroom 
helpers,  child-watch  mothers,  and  chaperones  are  also  thanked  for  their  special 
efforts.  The  PTO  and  parent  volunteers  have  become  an  integral  part  of  their 
children’s  education. 

Monatiquot  School 

“Becoming  a  Nation  of  Readers”  is  a  goal  which  we  very  much  support  in 
the  Braintree  Public  Schools.  Reading  is  the  key  to  success  in  school  and  all  of 
the  schools  have  programs  which  motivate  youngsters  to  read  more.  The 
Monatiquot  School  program  is  called  “Free  to  Read.”  This  outside  school  read¬ 
ing  program  was  developed  by  Mrs.  Abbott,  a  parent,  Mrs.  Casey,  our  Media 
Specialist,  and  the  school  Principal.  Goals  were  established  for  each  grade  level. 
Since  the  students  were  learning  their  heritage,  children  were  encouraged  to  read 
books  about  historical  events  and  famous  people.  Each  morning  on  the  radio 
station  students  were  invited  to  discuss  a  book  that  they  had  read.  It  was  amaz¬ 
ing  to  hear  kindergarten  children  as  well  as  fifth-graders  share  their  knowledge. 

Each  week,  George  Readington,  the  school  crier,  presented  a  unique  mes¬ 
sage  of  encouragement  on  the  reading  grids.  For  each  twenty  minutes  of  at-home 
reading,  a  parent  would  sign  a  block  on  a  grid  and  write  down  what  the  child 
had  read. 

Each  Friday,  four  to  six  parents  gathered  in  the  Media  Center  to  tally  the 
grids.  Over  the  weekend,  Kathy  Casey,  our  Media  Specialist,  and  her  husband 
Bob,  would  put  the  information  on  Bob’s  computer  at  his  office.  Every  Monday 
morning,  the  computer  sheets  were  brought  to  school.  On  Monday’s  radio 
broadcast  children  were  recognized  for  their  reading  achievement.  That  morning, 
two  parents  made  out  the  various  awards. 
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Every  time  five  hours  of  reading  had  been  completed,  the  students  re¬ 
ceived  bookmarks  and  a  small  incentive.  Each  bookmark  had  a  special  message. 
American  flag  rings,  clips,  and  pins  were  awarded  for  five  and  ten  hours  of 
reading.  Other  awards  were:  “Free  to  Read”  pencils  for  fifteen  hours,  “I  Love 
Monatiquot  School”  book  covers  with  George  Readington  on  them  for  twenty 
hours,  “I’m  a  Reader”  buttons  for  twenty-five  hours,  and  “I  Love  to  Read” 
pens  for  thirty  hours.  Starting  at  fifty  hours,  everyone  received  certificates  with 
their  prize  instead  of  a  bookmark. 

All  of  the  classroom  teachers,  the  principal,  the  secretary,  the  nurse,  one 
cafeteria  worker,  the  media  specialist,  the  instructional  aide  and  our  Chapter  I 
teacher  took  part  in  the  program.  All  were  wonderful  role  models  for  the 
Monatiquot  students. 

Every  Monday  morning  the  principal  would  go  to  each  classroom  and 
present  the  awards.  Everyone  who  had  earned  an  “I’m  a  Reader”  button  was 
encouraged  to  wear  it  to  school  at  least  once  a  week. 

On  the  corridor  wall  outside  the  Media  Center  each  Monday  the  different 
club  lists  were  posted  with  messages  from  George  Readington  so  that  the 
students,  staff,  and  parents  could  see  how  great  we  are  doing. 

Twenty-six  people  reached  the  prestigious  100-Hour  Club  which  included 
sixteen  children,  five  staff  members  and  five  parents  and  were  awarded  a  framed 
gold  certificate. 

There  were  three  award  assemblies  because  parents  were  invited  to  sit  with 
their  children,  and  the  parents  who  participated  were  given  a  certificate  at  the 
same  time  their  children  were  honored.  Instead  of  trophies,  blank  hard-covered 
books  with  a  writing  guide  were  presented.  A  parent  made  beautiful  bookplates 
that  were  put  in  each  book  with  the  child’s  name,  the  name  of  the  award,  and  a 
George  Readington  sticker.  We  also  related  our  awards  to  our  heritage  school 
theme.  The  top  award  was  called  the  Presidential  Award.  One  hundred  thirty- 
six  children  received  a  large  book  at  a  Monatiquot  School  book  cover.  Twenty- 
six  received  the  Congressional  Award,  which  was  a  small  blank  book,  and  an  “I 
Love  to  Read”  pen.  The  sixteen  children  who  received  the  Governor’s  Award 
and  the  thirty-six  who  received  the  Participation  Award  were  given  certificates, 
“I’m  a  Reader”  buttons,  and  “Free  to  Read”  pencils. 

Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  children  received  awards.  All  of  the  staff  that 
participated  either  received  a  Presidential  or  Congressional  Award.  Eighty-two 
parents  received  Parent  Reader  Awards. 

Mathematics  Department 

The  curriculum  directors,  as  experts  in  their  field  as  well  as  master  teachers, 
submit  annually  an  analysis  of  a  specific  area  of  their  curriculum  offerings.  The 
following  describes  one  of  the  newest  and  most  important  areas  of  the  secondary 
mathematics  program  —  computer  science. 
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In  its  broadest  sense,  computer  science  is  the  study  of  how  computers  can 
be  used  effectively  to  help  solve  problems.  It  contains  many  topics  which  are  a 
part  of  the  problem  solving  process.  These  are: 

Theory  of  computation  —  Can  the  problem  be  solved?  If  so,  is  the 
solution  feasible? 

Artificial  intelligence  —  Can  we  understand  the  problem  solving  process 
more  precisely?  Can  we  analyze  the  effectiveness  of  various  problem 
solving  strategies? 

Hardware  design  —  How  can  we  design  machinery  to  perform  the  tasks 
we  need  to  do? 

Algorithm  analysis  and  design  —  What  is  a  logical  series  of  steps  we 
could  follow  to  solve  a  problem? 

Software  design  —  How  can  we  write  an  algorithm  in  a  form  that  our 
machinery  can  follow? 

Data  structures  —  How  can  we  store  data  in  a  machine  so  that  we  can 
retrieve  and  process  the  data  efficiently? 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  field  of  computer  science  covers  a 
great  deal  more  than  simply  programming  in  a  given  language.  It  involves  many 
aspects  of  the  problem  solving  process. 

In  Braintree  High  School  the  computer  science  courses  as  they  exist  at 
present  are  the  following: 

4221  Honors  Computer  Science  A  (formerly  Honors  Introduction  to  Com¬ 
puter  Science.)  Level  2;  offered  to  grades  10  and  11  level  1  and  2 
students;  prepares  students  for  the  AP  Computer  Science  A  Examina¬ 
tion. 

4150  AP  Computer  Science  AB.  Level  1;  offered  to  grades  11  and  12  level 

I  and  2  students  who  have  successfully  completed  Computer  Science 
A. 

4250  Honors  Computer  Programming  in  Pascal.  Level  2;  offered  to  grade 

II  and  12  students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  the  AP  examinations. 

4232  Honors  Pascal  Problem  Solving.  Level  2;  offered  to  grade  11  and  12 
students  who  have  successfully  completed  4221  or  4250  and  who 
wish  to  continue  their  study  of  computer  science  without  taking  the 
AP  examinations. 

4151  Advanced  Problem  Solving  in  Pascal.  Level  1;  offered  to  grade  12 
students  who  have  successfully  completed  4150  and  who  have  passed 
the  AP  Computer  Science  AB  examinations,  and  who  wish  to  do 
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advanced  programming  and  to  learn  other  languages  such  as  C  and 
Prolog. 

In  addition  to  teaching  the  Pascal  language,  these  five  courses  cover  most 
of  the  aspects  of  computer  science  described  above  except  for  artificial  intelli¬ 
gence  and  hardware  design.  In  other  words,  although  the  courses  are  not  in¬ 
tended  to  satisfy  the  college  requirements  for  computer  science  majors,  any 
student  who  has  taken  two  or  three  of  these  courses  is  very  well  prepared 
to  major  in  computer  science  in  any  college,  and  to  write  lengthy  programs 
in  Pascal  to  solve  problems. 

In  the  past  few  years,  student  interest  in  the  higher  level  computer  science 
courses  has  waned  somewhat.  With  the  offering  of  applications  courses  such  as 
word  processing  and  spreadsheet  and  data  base  courses,  some  students  are  opting 
for  these  courses  to  satisfy  the  computer  usage  requirement  for  graduation. 
However,  the  course  content  of  the  courses  offered  in  computer  science  by  the 
mathematics  department  is  still  necessary  for  most  students  who  intend  to  major 
in  sciences,  engineering,  mathematics,  and  other  related  majors. 

Space  in  this  report  limits  a  full  review  of  the  interesting  and  dynamic 
programs  which  the  Town  of  Braintree  supports  in  all  our  schools.  It  must 
suffice  to  let  these  examples  illustrate  the  excellence  which  characterizes  our 
schools.

BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School 
is  pleased  to  submit  our  23rd  Annual  Report  to  the  residents  of  Braintree. 

As  Blue  Hills  begins  its  24th  year,  the  school  continues  its  commitment 
to  providing  quality  vocational  technical  programs  to  secondary,  post  secondary, 
and  adult  students  in  our  nine  town  district.  The  demands  and  challenges  of  a 
rapidly  growing  labor  market  are  met  in  the  14  career  programs  that  Blue  Hills 
offers  students  to  prepare  for  the  future. 

The  total  secondary  enrollment  for  the  1988-89  academic  school  year  was 
815,  with  152  from  Braintree.  Forty-four  Braintree  students  graduated  with 
diplomas  and  technical  certificates  from  the  1989  senior  class. 

Approximately  30%  of  the  1989  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills  attend  college 
and  post  secondary  institutes,  98%  of  the  remaining  graduates  have  jobs  in  trades 
or  occupations  for  which  they  were  trained,  one  of  the  highest  placement  rates 
in  the  state. 

Blue  Hills  will  be  introducing  a  cosmetology  program  during  the  1989-90 
school  year,  at  the  high  school  and  postgraduate  level,  which  will  train  young 
men  and  women  to  become  fully  licenses  cosmetologists.  A  Practical  Nursing 
Program  will  be  offered  to  prepare  postgraduate  students  for  the  state  licensing 
examination. 

Blue  Hills  students  renovated  a  section  of  the  Randolph  Police  Department, 
constructed  houses  in  Canton  and  Avon,  as  well  as  helped  the  citizens  of 
Dedham  build  a  playground.  The  total  savings  of  $163,035.36  to  the  nine  town 
school  district  represents  all  municipal,  civic,  and  residential  work  performed  by 
Blue  Hills  at  no  labor  cost. 

Blue  Hills  faculty  members  were  recognized  by  national  and  state  organiza¬ 
tions  for  their  excellence  and  contributions  to  vocational  education.  The  auto¬ 
motive  department  was  chosen  as  the  best  in  the  state  by  the  Department  of 
Education  and  teacher  certification  is  now  offered  to  child  care  students  who 
graduate  from  Blue  Hills. 

Four  Blue  Hills  seniors  won  Massachusetts  Commonwealth  Scholar  Grants 
and  an  electronics  graduate  won  a  Navy  ROTC  full  scholarship  of  $50,000  to 
attend  Rensselear  Polytechnic  Institute. 

Blue  Hills  athletic  program  boasts  a  State  Championship  varsity  soccer  team 
in  the  Mixed  Gender  Division.  Strong  football,  track  and  field,  and  girls  basket¬ 
ball  and  volleyball  teams  are  also  represented  at  Blue  Hills. 
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More  than  1600  adults  enrolled  in  the  continuing  education  program  for 
the  1988-89  year.  Courses  for  the  homemaker,  hobbiest,  and  craftsperson  are 
developed  to  meet  students  needs  and  interests.  The  courses  average  $110.00 
and  the  program  is  self-supporting. 

The  District  School  Committee  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  first 
and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Administrative  Office,  Blue  Hills 
Regional  Technical  School,  800  Randolph  Street,  Canton.  The  public  is  invited 
to  attend.

The  Committee  administered  several  projects  on  Town  Forest  land  during 
1989.  They  were: 

1.  Environmental  reconstruction  of  Town  Forest  land  carried  out  as  an 
Eagle  Scout  project  by  Steven  English,  Troop  138,  Braintree.  The 
reason  for  the  project  was  that  the  lot,  a  dumping  ground  for  Public 
Works  projects,  was  also  a  turn-around  area  for  cars  and  trucks.  Steven 
and  crew  researched  the  problem,  cleaned  the  litter,  leveled  sand  and 
leaf  piles,  planted  shrubs  and  trees  donated  by  Mento’s  Landscaping, 
capped  the  lot  with  clean  fill  and  fertilizer. 

2.  Installation  of  regulations  park  gate  for  the  Arlington  Street  entrance 
carried  out  as  an  Eagle  Scout  project  by  Kurt  Compton,  Troop  138, 
Braintree.  This  particular  entrance  has  often  been  used  by  private 
vehicles  for  unauthorized  access  and  everything  from  cars  to  trash  has 
been  abandoned  here.  Kurt  studied  the  previous  gate  location  that 
had  been  destroyed  by  vandals,  researched  proper  designs,  built  and 
installed  a  gate  with  ram  prevention  posts.  Help  in  the  form  of  dona¬ 
tions  came  from  Compton  Doors  &  More  Co. 

3.  Joseph  Aiello  barracaded  a  section  of  Arlington  St.  with  large  boulders 
to  prevent  unauthorized  access  to  that  area  by  vehicles.  All  equip¬ 
ment  and  time  to  achieve  project  was  donated  by  Mr.  Aiello. 

4.  Again  the  Committee  thanks  its  part-time  employee  Steve  Mangone 
who  puts  in  many  more  hours  than  he  is  ever  paid  for. 

Some  of  the  ongoing  projects  that  Steve  keeps  track  of  are: 

1 .  Litter  patrol  and  cleanup. 

2.  Maintenance  of  the  many  trails  within  the  forest. 

3.  Tree  planting  and  transplanting. 

4.  Environmental  research  of  the  public  vandalism. 

5.  Security  and  patrol. 

6.  Maintain  planted  and  indigenous  trees. 

7.  Coordinate  public  involvement  with  Town  Forest. 

The  constant  problems  are  the  same: 

1.  Litter  and  dumping. 

2.  Motorized  vehicular  damage  to  environment. 

3.  Youths  congregating  and  drinking. 

4.  Fire. 
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The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  most  of  our  plantings  survived  and 
bloomed.  We  are  disappointed  however,  that  due  to  poor  communication 
between  Town  departments,  we  lost  some  nice  plantings  that  were  destroyed 
during  a  Town  maintenance  project  carried  on  without  the  benefit  of  input  from 
the  Town  Forest  Committee. 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  1990,  hopeful  of  better  communications, 
more  public  involvement  and  public  passive  enjoyment  of  the  Town  Forest.

The  computerized  Town  payroll  system  has  been  in  operation  for  over  a 
year.  The  control  this  has  given  the  office  has  enabled  us  to  service  the  Town 
employees  and  also  has  saved  the  Town  approximately  $23,000.00  on  an  annual 
basis. 

Our  new  cash  flow  system  was  implemented  in  December  and  we  are 
progressing.  Braintree  is  the  FIRST  MUNICIPAL  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
to  have  a  direct  hook-up  to  its  Bank  on  a  daily  basis.  This  will  enable  us  to 
have  current  investment  balances.  With  the  new  computerized  cash  flow  system 
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the  Town  has  earned  $112,000.00  in  interest  that  was  never  earned  before. 
Over  all  for  year  ending  December  1989  the  Treasurer  interest  earned  other 
than  Trust  Funds  was  $1,648,216.  This  being  the  HIGHEST  earned  interest  in 
the  history  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

I  want  to  thank  the  staff  and  all  departments  for  the  cooperation  shown 
during  the  past  two  (2)  years,  with  the  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the 
Treasurer’s  office.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the 
following  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and 
securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them,  and  expend  there¬ 
from  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trust,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board  shall 
keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  of  the  funds  and 
their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same,  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  source  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  posted  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  two  sections  of  Chapter  H  of  the  General 
Laws,  this  report  is  given  in  complete  detail.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


This  year  saw  the  resolution  of  several  important  issues  facing  the  Board. 

First  and  foremost  was  the  necessity  to  produce  land  and  building  values 
and  issue  timely  tax  bills  during  a  period  of  fiscal  chaos  occasioned  by  cuts  in 
state  funded  local  aid.  This  matter  was  handled  through  the  use  of  preliminary 
tax  bills.  These  bills  were  mailed  before  the  normal  billing  date  so  that  the 
payments  received  were  used  for  investments  and  gained  the  Town  several  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars. 

Secondly,  the  spectre  of  several  large  monetary  judgments  against  the  Town 
at  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  was  eliminated.  Among  those  taxpayers  whose  claim 
for  abatement  was  withdrawn  was  the  South  Shore  Plaza. 

Thirdly,  the  computerization  of  the  Assessors’  Office  continued  at  a  steady 
pace  with  the  assistance  of  outside  consultants. 

The  excellent  office  staff,  headed  by  C.  B.  Doub,  computerized  all  but  a 
small  percentage  of  the  Town’s  12,500  taxable  parcels  as  well  as  thousands  of 
the  liens,  betterments  exemptions  and  excises  which  affect  land  values. 

For  the  fifth  year,  the  Selectmen  were  tasked  to  decide  the  extent  of  tax 
classification.  Based  upon  recommendations  made  by  the  Assessors,  the  Select¬ 
men  voted  to  raise  the  tax  rates  for  all  classes  of  property  by  five  percent  (5%), 
resulting  in  new  FY90  tax  rates  of  10.61  for  residential  and  16.82  for  commer¬ 
cial/business. 

The  future  for  land  values  and  assessments  in  the  1990’s  is,  of  course,  not 
as  it  was  in  the  “Booming  80’s”.  Nevertheless,  land  values  in  Braintree  will 
continue  to  remain  sound.  Thankfully,  they  will  not  be  subject  to  the  runaway 
appreciation  of  only  a  few  years  ago,  nor  to  the  depreciation  experienced  in 
other  communities. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  assistance  it  has  received  from  many  Braintree 
residents.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  years  to  come.
